OTTAWA <CTPi — The radi- 
cal differences in the type of 
news and information present* 
ed by the media to English 
and Frenclv^peaking audi* 
ences are helping to drive a 
wedge between the twe cul¬ 
tures, the Canadian Radio* 
television and Telecom¬ 
munications Commission said 
Wednesday. 

"As presented by the 
media. Canada is in a state of 
deep schizophrenfa: If En¬ 
glish and French Canada 
were on different planets 
there could hardly be a 
greater contrast of views and 
information." the CRTC said 
in a reixirt tabled in the Com¬ 
mons. 

The commission called the 
problem the single most im¬ 
portant feature of its report 
on its inquiry into the CBC. 
The report said all the media 
are equally delinquent in ag¬ 
gravating the split between 
the two cultures by presenting

them with widely different in¬ 
formation. 

But, it added, the publicly- 
owned CBC. has a special re¬ 
sponsibility to ' bridge the 


cultural gap because of its 
legal mandate to contribute to 
the development of national 
unity.

Police holding man 
in multiple murder 


NORTH VANCOUVER (CP) 
— RCMP were questioning a 
man arrested late Wednesday 
in connection with the slaying 
of two and |>ossib]y four 
Fraaer Valley teenagers. 

The man. who police said 
had been arrested earlier but 
was released, was picked up 
Wednesday nif^t by police in 
West Vancouver and trans¬ 
ferred here where he was 
being held for questioning. 

"I dim’t know why he w’as 


released," a police spokes¬ 
man said of the susiiect’s first 
arrest and release. 

The man had "been in the 
area of the shooting in the 
last few days." 

Prior to the arrest, an ar¬ 
tist's drawing based on a de¬ 
scription by the only known 
survivor of the attack had 
been distributed by police. 

RCMP here said the man 
arrested is a former mental 
patient at Riverview Hospital 
in Coquitlam. They said the 


RCMP watched 
as Soviet attache 
purchased plans 


OTTAWA (CP) — A Soviet 
naval attache sought and 
bought industrial information 
while tinder RCMP sur¬ 
veillance for 16 months, police 
and government officials said 
W'ednesday. . 

The attache. Ll.-Cmdr. Va¬ 
lerie Smirnov, now is home on 
leave and External Affairs 
.Minister Don Jamieson said 
he may return to Canada if he 
desires. 

"I don’t know whether he 
^11 want to make the effort." 
the minister said of rtie of¬ 
ficial who acquired non-clas- 
sified documents from a sci¬ 
entist at the Bell Northern 
Research plant here. 

Jamieson and external of¬ 
ficials said the Soviet charge 
d’affaires^gWas called to the 
external affairs department 
just a day after Smirnov went 
on leave two weeks ago and 
told that the attache must 
cease activities incompatible 
with his status of a diplomat. 

Jamieeon said Smirnov's 
activities w-ere close to indus¬ 
trial espionage and that "it 
was the kind of thing that we 
t(rid them (Soviets) he 
shouldn’t be engaged in.’* 

But the activity was not 
such that Canada would de¬ 
clare Smirnov persona nwi 
grata, as it did last December 
when it expelled the assistant 
air attache from the Soviet. 
embassy for undisclosed ac¬ 
tivities. 


Sources said the Bell 
scientist came to the RCMP 
16 months ago to report 
Smirnov’s activities. 

Jamies<xi said the action In 
simply warning the Soviets 
about Smirnov’s activities 
was recommended by R(2MP 
security men. 


man has a history of using 
fire-arms. 

"He generally fits the de- 
scriintioR and appears to be an 
obvious mental case, but 
theie’s nothing concrete to tie 
him to the Ferry Island kill¬ 
ings." one officer said.

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JOHNSTOWN, Pa. (AP» - 
A flood, touched off by an 
eight-hour rainfall, killed at 
least 25 iiersons and left 
doz&ts missing in this flood- 
weary city Wednesday as the 
waters washed away roads 
and knocked out earthen 
dams. 

Johnstown was under eight 
feet of water in some places 
before the flood waters began 
to recede and was still some¬ 
what isolated late Wednesday. 
Authorities said 13 of the 
knovv’n dead had bem counted 
in outlying areas where the 
storm and flooding were less 
severe. 

Officials said $100 million in 
pix)[)erty was lost in the worst 
.Mlegheny Mountain flood in 
41 years. 

The water wore away dams 
in several areas, sending a re¬ 
newed onslaught of water and 
debris plowing into tiny com¬ 
munities in their shadow. 

The Laurel Run Dam in 
W’est Taylor Township burst 
and at least eight pei'sons 
were killed and 2S’ missing 
from among the village’s 
ulation of 200. said Police 
Chief Orrie Satterfield. 

The dam seemed grimly 
similar to another which burst 
in 18fI9, killing 2.200 persons 
and almost wiping out Johns¬ 
town. 

On Wednesday, four persons 
died in the Westmoreland 
County town of Seward, where 
35 mcdiile homes slid into the 
Conemaugh River as flood 
water gushed over the river 
banks. 

Mayor Herbert Pfuhl or¬ 
dered a temporary morgue 
set up ih a scl^I. outside this 
southwestern Pennsylvania 
city. 

"This is just total hell," 
said Ryan Bocher, a volunteer 
fireman who watched the 
floodwaters lift a van and 
smash it into a house here. 

"There were people wi the 
roof^ but we couldn’t rescue 
them because of high tension 
wires."

Nunweiler case revived

Opposition Leader Davfd 
Barrett Wednesday said he 
would have order^, as pre¬ 
mier, a court probe Into the 
status of a former NDP cabi¬ 
net minister had he Icnown he 
had received government 
funds in possiUe conti^aven- 
tion of the Constitution Act. 

All Nunweiler, former min¬ 
ister without portfolio, re¬ 
ceived [)ayment of $4,300 at a 
rate of $250 a memth for the 18 
months he sat as a director on 
the B.C. Railway board. 

Nunweiler, d^eated in the 
general election of 1^75. re¬ 
turned the money to BCR in 
May. IS76. when die matter 
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was brought to the attention 
of the Legislature. 

"The first I knew about it 
was during the hyeleotion in 
Vancouver East," Barrett 
|ai(l. "I know that Nunweiler 
paid the money back immedi¬ 
ately he was informed, but'of 
course we were no longer in 
office by that time. 

"Had the matter been 
brought to my attention then I 
wYHilci have followed the 
course w*e are asking the' 
present government to follow 
by bringing the matter liefoi-e 
the court and settling it once 
and lor all." 

The .\DP wants a court lo 
rule on the right of three So¬ 
cial Credit MLAs to continue 
to sit in the house after tran.s- 
jxirtation and hotel bills were 
paid by the government while 
they were working on a hous¬ 
ing committee.

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JOHNSTOWN, Pa. (UPI) — 
'The children of Johnstown ran 
through the streets like young 
Paul Reveres in the. pre-dawn 
darkness Wednesday, warning 
residents to get out of their 
houses because a wall of 
water was coming. 

It was the first warning 
most had of the worst flood to 
hit this Allegheny Mountain 
town in 41 years. 

"I helped pull people off 
rooftops and roadways which 
suddenly became sheer 
cliffs," said one, Barry May. 
13. 

'Then came the fires and the 
looters and helicopters to res- - 
cue surviN’ors and men in 
boats to ferry suj^lies to Lee 
Hospital. 

The Hood. Another in a city 
whose name is almost synony¬ 
mous with the word. 

Mdrlne Corps Gunnery Sgl. 
Harvey Freville. a recruiter, 
was in a helicopter, plucking 
survivors off rooftops and 
hunting for the dead. 


"I pulled five bodies out 
myself this morning from all 
over the city." he said. Solo¬ 
mon Homes, a housing project 
for the old and poor, was 
practically washed away, 
Freville said. 

"'They barricaded them¬ 
selves in because they thought 
if they left their homes would 
be looted," the sergeant said. 
"The hac4c side ot the house 
might be gone, but they’d still, 
barricade themselves behind 
the door." 

Freville said there was 
some kxiting, "but it hasn’t 
been too bad." 

"I don’t know if the stores' 
goods were looted or washed 
away," he added. 

"We waded out of the hou¬ 
se up to the chin." recalled 
Nellie Lantzy, who lives in the 
nearby community of Cam¬ 
bria City. My husband 
coulAi’t even svrim and he 
had my tittle girl. We broke 
into a landing and got up to a 
third floor and then some peo¬ 
ple helped us get out. 

"We w-ere flooded clear out 


The ste|)s and everything was 
gone. The furniture and food 
was all messed up. 

"There were cars floating 
down the street." 

Entire houses, mobile 
homes, autos and 20 to 30 rail¬ 
way cars were swept into the 
torrent of the Conemaugh 
River. 

Leonard Gentile was out in 


a boat, hauling supplies to the 
hospital. 

"Everylhlng was taken over 
to the hospital by boat or 
wading," he said. 

For Ralph Turner, super¬ 
visor of Richland township, it 
was his second flood. 

"I was in the *36 flood and 
this is worse than that was." 
Turner said.

VANCOUVER (CP) — Both 
B.C pulp and paper woricers 
unions have voted 64 per cent 
to reject what the industry 
says is its final contract offer. 

However, industry s{M>kes- 
man Richard Lester reiterat¬ 
ed that B.C. pulp com]>anie« 
would not improve their olfer 


of a $l-an-hour general wage 
increase over two years, plus 
Improved holiday piwlsioiis 
and extra fringe benefits. 

He added that union leaders 
must be disappointed at re¬ 
ceiving an 84-per-cent rejec¬ 
tion result with an over-all 
turn-out of less than 50 per 
<ent. 


OTTAWA (CP) — The Ca¬ 
nadian transport commission 
Wednesday ordered an In- 
dian-owmed airline, based in 
Winnipeg, to stop operations 
imme^ately or face court 
prosecution. 

The commission said it con¬ 
siders Anishenineo-Piminagnn 
Inc. to be operating a com¬ 
mercial 'air service in viola¬ 
tion of the Aeronautic.s Act. 

Under federal law. commer¬ 
cial air carriers must be li¬ 
censed. 

Spokesmen for the Indian 
airline say it does not reriuire 
a licence because it is a non¬ 
profit company and serves 
four Indian bands and the 
Metis community nc«r Isand 
Lake. Man., not the general 
public. 

The Indian airline o|>eratjon 


has roused the ire of regular 
commercial o|ierators in the 
area. 

The transport commission 
questioned the legality of the 
Indian airline operation last 
week and asked the airline's 
lawyer to answer ^queries 
about the service. 

A commission spokesman 
said the commission received 
a' reply stating the lawyer 
was away and the questicais 
had been sent to tiie airline's 
board of directors. 

The commission said It has 
not yet instructed the RCMP 
to investigate the air line. 

The airline is liable to court 
pioseculion for violating tlie 
Aeronautics Act, the commis- 
si<m said. It should immedi¬ 
ately cease operations. 


Oil port: Clallam County says no 


VANCOUVER (CT>) - Qal- 
1am Gxinty in Washington 
state IS unalterably opposed to 
an oil port anywhere along its 
■coastline, the West Coast oil 
T-orts Inquiry was told 
Wednesday. 

Ronald Richards, a county 
commi.ssioner. told the hear¬ 
ing being conducted by Dr. 
Andrew Thompson otf the Uni¬ 
versity of British Columbia, 
that an oU port, storage facili¬ 
ties and pipeline are incom- 


7 >atible with the existing uses 
of the coast. 

Commissioners have de¬ 
clared that such development 
is prohibited under the provi¬ 
sions of the county's compre¬ 
hensive development plan. 

Richards suggested that the 
inquiry hold a session in Port 
Angeles, the county seal, 
"which, we remind you, is 
just one oil slick away from 
Victoria.” 

He criticized the coalition 
against oil pollution for 


suggesting that a poil at or 
west of Port Angles is reluc¬ 
tantly permissible, while a 
Puget Sound location is not. 

"We feel that any ar¬ 
guments advanced to ban oil 
trans-shipments from inner 
Puget Sound apply equally or 
greater to the strait of Juan 
de Fuca," Richards said. 

Northern Tier Pipe Line, 
which is promoting the Port 
Angeles site, has declined to 
appear at the Thompson in¬ 
quiry. a decision Richards de¬ 


scribed as "merely another 
example of that company's 
reluctance to present their 
proposal (^nly and publk- 
ly." 

AIL proposals beii^ studied 
involve movement of Alaskan 
oil by tanker along the B.C. 
zroast. Kitimat Pipe line Ltd. 
has proposed a port at Ki¬ 
timat, B.C, with a pipeline to 
Edmonton, but is holding its 
project in abeyanee pending a 
National Energy Board deci¬ 
sion on a Trans Mountain 


Pipe Line Co. Ltd. applica¬ 
tion. 

•Trans Mountain, in co , 
operation with Atlantic Rich¬ 
field. would land oil at an ex¬ 
panded Arco facility at 
Cherry Point, then send it to 
Edmonton through an existing 
pipeline.

At the same time, only 
about 12 })er cent of English 
CBC newscasts were about 
Quebec and had a more inten¬ 
sive coverage of Ottawa. 

Another study showed that 
the problem extends to pri¬ 
vate broadcasting. 


A three-day survey of CTV. 
Global, and TVA, as well as 
English and french CBC. 
showed that the^five networks 
average only one cimimon 
story each night out of the 
about 25 stories in each news¬ 
cast. 

However, TVA o(>erates 
only in Quebec and Global 
operates only in Ontario. 

The report said another im¬ 


portant difference between 
news outlets in the two lin¬ 
guistic groups occurs in the 
treatment of the news, not 
just in the selection of items. 

"French newscasts feature 
{lersonaiities much more than 
English ones do. tor in¬ 
stance." the report said. 

The CRTC also faulted the 
print media, saying The Cana¬ 


dian Press, the nationifl news- 
gathering co-operative. Is 
guilty along with broadcasters 
of cenlralizint the news. 

As far as CP's national 
newBwire is concerned, "there 
is a preponderance of Ottawa 
and Toronto datelines, and 
other cities even major ones, 
are poorly represented." the 
re|x>rt said.

Initial medical examination 
show's that Den Hertog was 
shot and stabbed and Menger 
was shot twice. Den Hertog 
was Job’s brother and I.«ola s 
boyfriend. 

RCMP issued a public ap¬ 
peal Wednesday for any infor¬ 
mation that might shed light 
t»n the circumstances sur¬ 
rounding the killings. 

"We still do not have any 
su.>ipc<is or apparent mo¬ 
tives," .said RCMP Sgt. Bob 
Clarke. 

Police have a description of 
the WUer. based on informa¬ 
tion provided by Ed Menger, 
15. brother of one of the <ic- 
tims and the only known sur¬ 
vivor of the attack. 

Menger said he ran into 
hushes after the first shot w-as 
fired. The killer Is believed to 
' have been wearing a heavy, 
plaid, hunting-tyi»e .jacket and 
is described as about six feet 
tall, of medium build with 
shoulder-length daiic hair. 

Police believe he was a 
stranger to his victims. 

Police said evidence found 
at the murder site led them to 
s|>eculate that Evert Den lier¬ 
ing put up a fight for his life 
and that of his brother and 
girlfriend. 

As well as being shot In the 
shoulder with a .in.Ofi-calihre 
rifle, he also was stabbed si.x 
times with a wide-bladecl 
knife. 

Chilli\va<k Coroner Dr. 
Doug Oolledge said Tuesday 
thaf the gunshot wound fi'oin 
a bullet that lodged in Den 
Hertog’* chest was fatal.

Black Rhodesian, 
wives, children 
die in massacre

SALISBURY (UPI) — A 
black Rhodesian, his nine 
wives and 13 of his 36 children 
w’ere found burned to death 
Wednesday in a hut where 
they had been locked by ter- 
roristR near tye Mozambique 
border. 

Army and police officers 
said the attack occurred last 
Friday night but the ‘23 
iharr^ bodies were found 
only Wednesday because 
ttiere were no survivors. 

Police said there was no 
known motive for the murders 
but the terrorists were be¬ 
lieved .to Ite members of a 
black nationalist guerrilla 
movement. 

A note left behind said: 
"Now you’ll see the bad 
things we <'an do,” police 
said. 

The incident occurred in 
northwestern Rhodesia's Ru- 
.shinga area at a village about 
15 miles west of the border 
with Mrrzambique and eight 
miles from an army camp. 

A military communique 
also reported that a black 
churchman was shot by a 
member of the security forces 
"during an argument" in a 
"prote< tcd village" in north¬ 
eastern Rhodesia's Mtoko dis¬ 
trict. I 

Protected villages are 
fenced-in comi»ouni1s meant to 
separate rural blacks from 
black nationalist guerrillas to j 
deny guerrillas ffxxl, shelter 
and intelligence. i 

The <-ommunique identified 
the victim as the Rev. Thom¬ 
as Mvenge. It said the soldier ^ 
had been arrested and that |

‘disruptive’

OTTAWA (CP) — The elec¬ 
tronic Dews media, not just 
the CBC are ‘biased to the 
point (rf subversiveness" and 
all the oountiys ne«vs media 
are aggravating the cultural 
apartheid dividing English 
and FYench Canada, says the 
Canadian Radio-televisioti and 
Teleccvnmunications Commis¬ 
sion (CRTC). 

In a special report the com- 
miasiat also says the C^BC 
has list true aecount^lity to 
Parliament and the public. A 
compr^iensive inquiry should 
be held into the administra¬ 
tion of broadcasting and cul¬ 
tural affairs. 

But the report tabled in the 
Commons Wednesday by 
Prime Minister Trudeau, says 
it would be disruptive and 
counter-productive to hold a 
full-fledged royal commission 
into broadcasting at this time. 

Tabling of the report, writ¬ 
ten by a special cilTC comr 
mittee and endorsed by the 
full commission, has revived 
persistent rum<»s that QITC 
chairman Harry Boyle plans 
to quit soon. 

Boyle says he will announce 
his future plans before the 
end erf the month. 

C>onservative MP Gordon 
Fairweather said the report 
d>owed that Trudeau and 
many of his cabinet col¬ 
leagues should learn to ‘put 
up or shut up*' when making 
serioiB allegations. 

Fairweather said it was 
highly significant that the re¬ 
port found no justification for 
charges made earlier this 
year by a number oi top lib¬ 
erals that the CBC has em¬ 
ployees who slant the news 
with a pro^eparatist bias. 

The special CRTC commit¬ 
tee, which was formed in 
Maixh. concluded that the 
CBC, along with media outlets, 
was biased in its presentatiem 
of news and public affairs be¬ 
cause of failure h> provide ad¬ 
equate information among re¬ 
gions of the country and 
among various groups, partic¬ 
ularly between -BYench-and 
English-speaking Canadians. ^ 

This type of bias “is a form 
of journalistic malpractice 
that must be corrected by the 
CBC if it is to enjoy the con¬ 


fidence (rf the public and Phr- 
liament.*' Boyle wrote in a 
letter to Trudeau. 

The report said that based 
on a broad definition of bias, 
the committee has found 
damning statistics indicating 
“the electronic news media in 
Canada, Elr^lish as Mvell as 
Frendi. are biased to the 
point of subversiveness. 

“They are biased because, 
so far as they are able, they 
pret'ent Canadians from get¬ 
ting enough balanced infor¬ 
mation about Canada to make 
informed decisions regarding 
the country's future.*' 

The report said the media 
were also biased because they 
work from* intcrferable, “ex¬ 
tremely stupid" assurnptions 
that F'rench and EngliA Ca¬ 
nadians couldn’t care less 
about what is happening to 
other groups and Canadi¬ 
ans aren't interested tai news 
outside the Hamilton-t(^ 
Quebec Qty corridor. 

Other major aspects of the 
CRTC report include: 

• That the present struo 
hire of government adminis- 
tratiim of broadcasting, in¬ 
cluding the CBC, Is “awinvard 
and unproductive" because it 
is divided among the secre¬ 
tary of state department, 
communications department 
and the CRTC. 

• The Commons Inoad- 
casting committee, a prin¬ 
cipal vehicle for tte CBC ac¬ 
countability to Parliament, 
doesn't have the proper re¬ 
search staff or infMinatien to 
be effective. 

• The CBC is stiU a cru¬ 
cially important Informaticai 
and mtertainment lifeline to 
many parts of the country 
still not served by private 
broadcasters, who need large 
audiences and profits to sur¬ 
vive. Also studies show the 
Canadian public still wants 
the CBC, feels a need for it 
and still has more ccnfid«ice 
in the corporati(Xi than in any 
other institution. 

• The CBC has relied too 
heavily on airing popular U.S. 
TV shows to bo(^t its audi¬ 
ence ratinigs.

CIA admits controlling ^guinea pigs ’ 


WASHINGTON (UPD — 
dA files released Wednesday 
show the spy agency per¬ 
formed “behavior caitrol" 
experiments on unsuspecting 
victims during the cold war, 
using prisoners as guineapigs 
and American universities as 
research centres. 

More than 1,000 pages of 
documents released under the 
Freedom of Information Act 
detail use of mind-bending 
and memory-erasing drugs 
and other techniques which 
the agency admits were “dis¬ 
tasteful and unethical." 

One letter written by a CIA 
operative in 1949 outlined 
ways agents could commit 
murder without getting 
caught, including deep freez¬ 
ing victims, x-raying them to 
death and strangling them 
with a bath towel. 


All the documents were 
turned over to John Marks, 
former State Department in¬ 
telligence officer and now a 
CEA critic. 

Marks told a news cMifer- 
ence he fought for two years 
to get record of the CCA pro¬ 
grams “for controlling human 
behavior," and has been pro¬ 
mised another 5,000 pages of 
information by month's end. 

The documents released 
Wednesday show that CIA re¬ 
search in a mind-control pro¬ 
gram known as MKUUniA 
was carried out at unnamed 
American universities and 
that prisoners in American 
jails were used as gtiinea 
pigs. 

The documents showed spe¬ 
cifically that mind-control 
techniques were used in 1963 
against two “experienced, 


professicmal type agents" who 
apparently defected from 
Russia but were suspected of 
being “double agents" fcM' the 
Kremlin. 

MKULTRA w-as the cryp- 
tonym for a research and dev¬ 
elopment program authorized 
by CIA IMrector Allen Dulles 
in 1953 at the height of the 
cold war — when it was 
feared the Soviets were using 
mind-control techniques — 
and just after thg Korean War 
with its “brainwashing" 
American PoWs. 

The documents do not say 
what happened to the pair, 
but describe how one. under 
drugs and hypnosis, regressed 
15 years to “relive” activities 
in his native Georgia, a Soviet 
republic. 

C3A Director Stansfield 
Turner announced last week 


that the documents had been 
discovered in agency files, 
and he described them mainly 
in terms of drug experi¬ 
mentation. 

Marks accused Turner of 
understating the find in “a 
modified limited hang-out." 

“MKULTRA was not simply 
‘ a program erf experi¬ 
mentation with drugs,* as Ad¬ 
miral Turner described it,"’ 
Marks said. “The CIA's own 
inspector called it in 1963 ‘re¬ 
search and development of 
chemical, biological and ra¬ 
diological materials capable 
<rf employment in clandestine 
operations to control human 
behavior.* " 

Maries said the agency also 
used other techniques Includ* 
ing “electric shock, radiatiwi, 
ultrasonics, psychosurgery, 
psychology and incapaci¬ 


tating agents . . . This was a 
pre^ram to manipulate peo¬ 
ple's minds " 

The documents, with names 
of people and institutions 
blacked out, covered a period 
from 1949 to 1963. 


CAIRO (UPD — Egypt 
Wednesday rejected Israeli 
Prime Minister Menabem 
Begin's new peace plan “in 
form and substance" and said 
there could be no peace In the 
Middle East while as Israel 
occupies cteiquered Arab 
lands. 

Foreign Minister Ismail 
Fahmi, reacting to the peace 
plan Begin gave President 
Carter in Washington Tues- 
da;^'. charged that Israti "is 
attesting ri^t now to ob¬ 
struct peaqe Ptosis, either by 
delaying the* Gene^ confer¬ 
ence or talking about alterna¬ 
tive methods. 

The official state radio, also 
commenting on the Begin 
plan, said, “The peace Begin 
w*ants is the peace of the fait 
accomi^, wttich would sanc¬ 
tion Israel's occupation of 
Arab lands and deny the 
rights of the Palestinians.’* 

“This peace is rejected, 
both in form and substance, 
because we are not after 
peace at any price," the radio 
said. 

Fahmi charged brael 
Begin's plan called for "large- 
scale withdrawals in the Sinai 
Peninsula and the Golan 
Heights, but seeks to keep 
Israeli military control (rf the 
Jordan West Bank."

MIAMI (UPI) — Two al¬ 
leged Soviet spies were 
arrested Wednesday and 
charged with trying to buy 
nuclear nmterial and compo¬ 
nents of the Ouise missile 
system — the weapon wiilch 
President Carter recently 
chose ov^r the B-1 bombers 
for the frontline U.S. defence. 

The suspects were identified 
as Carl John Heiser. 32, an 
American citizen who lives at 
Highland Beach, north of 
Miami and Carl Luti 
Weischeniberg, 33, a dtizen of 
West Germany who lives at 
FreepOTt, Bahamas. 

Climaxing what the FBI 
called a lengthy investigation 
by “numerous" federal 
agents, FBI agents from three 
countries staked out the Fort 
Lauderdale' airport Wednes¬ 
day and arrested the two men 
as they arrived in Heiser’s 
Cadillac. 

Heiser had driven Weis- 
chenberg to the airport to 
catch a flight to Freeport, 
Julius Mattson, special agent 
in charge of the ^tiami FBI 
office, said.

A t LONO last the goveniment at Ottawa has 
decided to recnilt aonie defence personnel to 
relieve the'hard-pressed. short.-handed 
services. 

Defence Minister Barney Danson announced on 
July 19 that an addttronal 4.700 people would be added 
to current miilitary strength — 78,000 air. army and 
sea-going servicemen and women. 

But they sron’t be arriving all at once. Their 
recruitment will be spread over the next four or five 
years. 

For years, senior officers in all tteee major 
branches of the service have been complaining of the 
shortage of hands. The naval arm in particniar was 
embarrassed by insufficient crew to man fully the 
modest fleet Canada now possesses. And there were 
constant complaints that men were too long at sea. too 
long separated from their families. 

Of the planned recruitment of 2,700 the navy, or, as 
the government now prefers to identify it, the sea 
element, will get 650 men. 

There will be help for the specialized army trades 
who now, it is complained, are required to spend too 
much of their time in the peace-keeping forces of the 
Middle East. 

Eventually, 325 people will be added to the 
Canadian NATO contingent in Europe, now totalling 
5.325. Mainly they would be maintenance specialists, 
which obviously means they would require adequate 
training. So when they may be available is anyb^’s 
guess. 

New maintenance staff is needed in Canada, too. 
to take care of the aging CF-101 Voodoos, long beyond 
their prime, like the CF-104 Starfighters which 
comprise the Candian contribution to the NATO 
European garrison. 

It is estimated that when the forces' 
reinforcement is completed, and strength stands at 


approximately 82,700, something like 8100 million will 
have been a^ed to the payroll. Presumably that 
figure takes into account the automatic pay increases 
enjoyed by the military. 

The 400 recruits expected to come into the 
services next year still cost the country 88 million. 

But nobody is likely to complain about these costs. 
The relief was long ov^ue—like the replacements of 
aircraft and tanks srhlch have reacM in many 
instances a state of obsoteecence. The deplorable 
delays in decision to make the obviously necessary 
adjustments in the military establishment are no less 
reprebenslbie for the belated remedial action. 

In the announcement from Ottawa, Admiral R. H. 
Falls — srho is to succeed General Jacques Dextrase 
as chief of the defence staff — is quoted as saying that 
2.000 of the new recruits would be needed in the train¬ 
ing area which had run down severely over the years 
as government defence spending restraints and infla¬ 
tion caused serious erosion. 

It is not clear whether this addition to the training 
establishment would be a permanent arrangement. 
But it goes without saying t^t all the recruits r- and 
the additional new personnel to take care of the v^ 
considerable attrition in the forces — are going to 
spend considerable time in instruction in what is a 
very sophisticated trade. 

It will be two years at least before tte ^nt 
infusion of new blood, the authorities estimate. 

By the time the forces are brought up to the 
stren^ proposed it is likely five years or more will 
have elapsed. 

That's what Defence Minister Danson means when 
he tells the impatient, over-worked services; “Hang 
tough. Help is coming.”

Starting early in French 


O NCE AGAIN the French language program comes 
to the fore, this time at the invitation of 
Education Minister Pat McGeer 

Mr. McGeer has put out the word that larger 
school districts in British Columbia should establish 
French-language immersion programs for students 
uishlng to become fluently bilingual. 

It is hard to find any fault with this particular 
proposal as far as it goes, but there is plenty of fault to 
be found with the general approach to the teaching of 
French in our schools. 

The Bi and Bi program has been a costly and 
disastrous failure. Instead of adding unifying glue to 
the country, it has added to its division, and hundreds 
of millions of dollars later, we are actually worse off 
than when the Liberal government instituted 
bilingualism and biculturalism a decade ago. 

That wasted money could have been spent on 
better and earlier French-language training within the 


existing school framework. Had this been done just 
five years ago, the program would be solidly 
entrenched by now and the results would surely be 
more gratifying than the non-results achieved by Bi 
and Bi. 

The only sensible appraoch is to embark on a 
program on French at the grade one level. Anything 
less is not really worth the time, money and effort. 

The flexibility of the young mind is such that a 
grade one start of French would prove to be no 
particular hardship to the majority of children. The 
present system, however, is nothing more nor less than 
the taking of a required subject, getting passing marks 
and then forgetting the whole process in short order. 
French, at the grade one level, would remarkably 
improve in the retention percentage. 

Education Minister McGeer’s proposal for 
immersion courses is band-aid medicine. He should be 
directing his efforts towards the only real solution — 
early grades French Instruction. 


President Carter 


Is a reservoir of good will enough? 


w "Your President Carter is 
the gnatest gamble of this cen¬ 
tury, and not Just for your own 
country, but for the world.” 

Those words were spoken by 
a Britisher in London, a 
longtime friend who has held 
many interesting public offices 
and is now in the House of 
Lords. The words contain, it 
seems to me, a fundamental 
truth about the status of Jim¬ 
my Carter both at home and 
abroad. He has a reservoir of 
good will with the hope that he 
will succeed, together with a 
realization that if he falls there 
is no predicting in what direc¬ 
tion the West will move 
* ★ * 

in the first six months a 
great deal of criticism has been 
withheld. Even among those 
who might be partisan political 
opponenbi. the inclination has 
b^n to give him a chance: 
Don't try to pull him down 
before he has time to show that 
be can cope with the horren¬ 
dous problems confronting the 
president after Watergate and 
the recession. 

Today, however, that 
hopeful Interlude Is ending. It 
is being said increasingly that 
the Carter foreign policy Is giv 
ing noirhere or, rather, that it 
Is going in several dUferent 
dlrecttaxts at once. While Carter 
professes to be unable to un¬ 
derstand why the human rights 
pressure should have cot 
across fhe attempt to reach a 
new SALT agreement with the 
Soviet Union, that is surely no 
mystery to anyone with even a 
slight understanding of the 
rigidity of a totalitarian 
system. 

In Europe recently the fre¬ 
quent private appraisal was: 
Yes. human rights Is a laudable

demand; but so far as the 
Soviet Union Is concerned the 
end result can only be negative. 
The controls are so tight, 
together with incessant 
propaganda, that even an in¬ 
timation of change must be 
resisted by every possible 
means, no matter how ruthless 
and brutal they appear to the 
world beyond the Iron Curtain 

The critics mentioned most 
often the letter the president 
wrote to the dissident 
physicist.

Security adviser, Zbigniew 
Brezezinski. have talked too 
much on one side and the other. 
At his last press conference the 
president foreswore any more 
falk. at least until be had a 
chance to meet with the new 
Israeli prime minister.

One after the other the presi¬ 
dent has sent a series of 
proposals on domestic policy to 
the Congress. They have more 
often than not had the sir of in¬ 
tellectual concepts rather than 
of political proposals meeting 
the desires and the under¬ 
standing of tbe average citizen. 
In bis energy bill. Carter tried 
to do too imich. The need was 
for a simple, straighfforward 
proposal that would conserve 
energy even at the cost of much 
higher gasoline prices or even, as 
he has now come to suggest, 
gasoline rationing. Instead, it 
had the look of a Rube 
Goldberg contraption that 
would modify the tax laws, con¬ 
trol and-or decontrol oil and 
natural gas and convert unwill¬ 
ing Americans into voluntary 
conaervers. Congress Is meddl¬ 
ing with it and ^ likelihood is 
for a tnincateJl nteadgre that 
will please no one.

One thing I wish Carter would 
stop doing is dredging up his 
campaign promises, apparent¬ 
ly in the hope that he can be 
proved an honest man. He 
keeps repeating that he will 
balance the budget by 1980 or 
'81. With the prospective 


deficit running at close to >60 
billioa. that would seem an ex- 
erdae comparable to squaring 
the circle. 

But you tee. he and the men 
around him are learning. This 
is often said in tbe six-months' 
trial run. Is ther time for on- 
the-job learning? I go on hoping 
he will succeed. As my friend

Pierre may be pirouetting

Alistair Gillespie, 
whose head has been on the 
chapping block all week for his 
responsibility in the affair, has 
admitted that he bad to change 
the board of directors of AEXiL 
in order to provide better finan¬ 
cial control. Implicitly he was 
admitting tbst boards of Crown 
Corporations are political. 
They don’t own shares in the 
company and consequently 
they put up with all sorts of 
nonsense that no private board 
would tolerate. A board of in¬ 
terested shareholders would 
probably not have authorized 
the Argentinian contract In tbe 
Tirst place and, if they had. 
they would have acted quickly 
once they noticed the errors in 
estimating, etc.

The dangers of political in¬ 
terference In Crown Corpora¬ 
tions are obvious to people who 
have been directly involved 
with them, though not to 
political theOTiests who still as¬ 
sume — wrongly — that 
governments can do anything 
as well, or better, than in¬ 
dividuals. 

I can recall many examples 
of political decisions casting 
the taxpayers’ money. A case 
in point was when C. D. Howe 
persuaded Air Canada to open 
an air service to Muskoka. at 
the urging of “Bucko” Mc¬ 
Donald, tbe ex-hockey player 
MP who was fighting bard for 
his constituents. The experi¬ 
ment ended when it didn’t pay. 
Ijter. when Leon Balcer was 
minister of transport, the air-

Bat the point Is 
that in privately-owned cor¬ 
porations, boards of directors 
have a way of coping with uif 
economic decisions. They 
make hard judgments which 
act as a natural corrective. 

The real mistake the govern¬ 
ment made in the case of

Limited was In not making the 
technoiogy of the CANDU reac¬ 
tor available to private in- 
dnstry to exploit. AECL was 
nwst soccessfal In research 
and dev el op m ent stages for 
which it was well sailed. Bat 
once It reached the commer- 
cial stage, CANDU should have 
been turned over to private in¬ 
dustry which is trained in the 
develapment and sale of com¬ 
mercial products—a field 
which has proved a recurring 
quagmire for tbe govenroents. 

The Oppoeitloo is right in 
demanding that annual reports 
of Crown Corporations be 
referred automatically to 


parliamentary committees for 
scrutiny. Aftm all K Is Parlia¬ 
ment, rather than tbe govern¬ 
ment, which Is S Mipos e d to be 
tbe costodtoa of the poUlc 
purse.

But K Is off-base when it sug¬ 
gests more direct political 
controls—which is just a 
eupiiemlam for Interference ' 
by government. Instead it 
should demand that the govern¬ 
ment divest itself of those func¬ 
tions which can be performed 
more eoonomieally and more 
successsfully by otWs. Then it 
viould have more time to con¬ 
centrate on the economic and 
oUier soda] problems which 
. are Its natural domain. 


There is no 'global solution' 
to plutonium proliferation 


Keeping Up 



"Jias—I assd to joat tkMt nf 
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Valindaba it a corruptiaa of a 
Zulu word meaning "the talk¬ 
ing is over”. It’s a fitting name 
lor the site of South Africa’s 
secret nranlom-enrlchment 
facility west of Pretoria. If tbe 
South Africans are developing 
nuclear weapons st they 
almost certainly are, though 
they deny it — then Valindaba 
is where they are doing IL 
President Jimmy Caher, in 
his praiseworthy attempt to 
stop tbe spread of nuclear 
weapons, ciwld succeed totally 
In persuading the major 
nuclear powers not to use or 
export plutonium-producing 
te^nok)^. and It would still 
not have the slightest effect on 
Valindaba. South Africa built 
the establishment itself, and 
refuses to allow international 
inspection. 

The South African case 
(where plutonium does not 
even enter the picture) Il¬ 
lustrates tbe real problems of 
nuclear proliferation. It also 
highlights the confusion that 
has arisen because of Carter's 
public concentration on 
preventing the spread of 
nuclear power-generating 
systems that produce large 
amounts of phitoniuro. 

* ★ * 

nutonium is tbe poor man's 
short cut to cheap and nasty 
(and small) nuclear weapons. 
It was the route taken by tbe 
Indiana to their 1975 “peaceful 
nuclear explosion”, and also by 
tbe Isradis In creating their 
unadmitted and untested deter¬ 
rent of one or two doien atomic 
bombs. 

Carter’s linking of the 
proliferation fear to the 
broader plutonium controversy 
is an adroit political move, 
because the latter Is a subject 
of much greater emotional 
force. Not a great many people 
worry about South Koras or 
Brazil getting the bomb, but a 
lot of people worry about an eo- 
vironment polluted by radioac¬ 
tive wastes. Even the nuts on 
tbe fringe, who have transfer¬ 
red from the old anti- 
fluoridation lobby, are uasful 
potential recruita to a cam- 
psign against plutontum and 
prollferatton. 

The best way to increase the 
efficiency of nuclear power 
tsaeratiw and multiply many 
times over the affective 
re s erv es of uranium, it to go 
over io fast breeder reactors. 
Letter aconomles can be bud 
by rsprocssatng spsut nuclear 
fuel la ptotoniam septratiou 
ntonts. Tha trouble it that fast 
broaders produce aaormoua

amounts of plutonium, and 
even reprocessing gives tbe 
average country enough 
plutonlian lor lots of bombs. 

Carter has proposed that fast 
breeders be postponed In¬ 
definitely. and that reprocess¬ 
ing technology be restricted to 
the countries that have It now 
(which would therefore have to 
reprocess everyone elte’t 
tp^ fuel).

Carter's, phitonium strategy 
may be praoundly wise in en¬ 
vironmental terms, or it may 
merely be trendy alarmism.

Nuclear weapons 
proliferation Is not like 
measles or consumer credit: 
not everybody exposed is 
automatically infected. 

Tlie world is full of countries 

— Canada and Japan, Italy and 
Sweden, Spain and Switzerland 

— that could get tbe atomic 
bomb inside a year for under 
1290 mllllaa, and just couldn't 
be bothered. To attempt tbe 
sort of “global solatlou” 
Carter Is apparently thinking 
of, mainly 1^ controls on all 
aspects of plutonium handling, 
will catch mainly tbe Innocent. 

fkmntiies only gat nucloar 
weapons because they are In 
fear for their vary survival 
(like Israel) or because they 
think it necesstry for ’their 
prestige (Ilka India). Tbe real 
potential prollferators are all 
in those categories — South 
Korea, Taiwan, South Africa, 
and Pakistan through fear, 
Brasil and Argentina for 
prestige — and at matters 
' staad now aot a single one 
would be stopped by (barter’s 
propotals. Tliey have their 
pilot reprocessing plants built 
already, or on order, or at least 
have atatllty to build them 
themsdves.

To bead these people off, 
what it needed Is specially 
tailored Inducements; secuci^ 
gnarontaes, total trade ent- 
bargoet, whatever helps or 
hurts most. Not all of them will 
forego thahr ambitions ander 
those pretsarns, but some 
might. 


India, for example, seems 
much less keen on a full 
nuclear weapons capability un¬ 
der its new government, and 
both tbe United States and 
Canada have resumed nuclear 
coKiperatioa.wlth New Delhi. 
This should take off some of the 
pressure on Pakistan to build 
lit own nuclear weapons. Aban¬ 
doning South Korea or Taiwan 
utterly to their own military 
devices, on the other hand, 
would greatly raise the 
llkellhaod of those countries 
taking tbe nuclear weapons 
road. 

* * * 

The ineffectiveness of global 
solutions was strikingly shown 
by the Nuclear Non- 
ProUferation Treaty of 1972, 
which has been duly signed by 
practkally everybody t- ex¬ 
cept all tbe countries that 
might actually want nuclear 
weapons. Carter’s concern 
about plutonium is justifiable 
for environmental reasons, 
and is politically useful for 
focussing public attention on 
proliferation. But it is not near¬ 
ly enough to stop the bombs be¬ 
ing built.

John T. Scopes, science 
teacher In Dayton. 'Tenn.. was 
found guilty of teaching the 
theory of evolution in con¬ 
travention of state law 92 years 
ago today — in 1929. He had 
agreed to became a test case 
for the American Civil Liber¬ 
ties Union when Tennessee 
became the first state to res¬ 
pond to fundamentalist pres¬ 
sure and legislated against 
“any theory that denies tbe 
story of tbe divine creation of 
man as taught in the Bible.”

You fly hour after 
hour over virgin country never 
touched by man, red or white 
Tbe few settlements are all 
along the larger ^rivers or 
laka. How can S strip 100 
yards wide destroy this 
bautiful and deeply beloved 
country? 

Tbe agltatloa of the radical 
Waffle ma will not help tbe 
native people. What tbew peo¬ 
ple need is Jobs, all-earned 
money to miUc' tham again 
tbe proud people, fra of 
alcoholism, they were before 
the white man came with his 
handouts.

Once Brazilian coffee plar»> 
tatlons recover end the ritua- 
tiun in African producer coun¬ 
tries returns to normal, he 
added, coffee prices will tall 
reflecting market forces. 

“As proposed by the Cblom- 
j 'bian government early this 
year, we shall seek a stabili- 
I zation plan at the right time.

Canada: Gloomy economy ahead 


PARIS (CP) Canada 
faces “gloomy economic pros¬ 
pects” until at least mid-June, 
1978. says a report of the Or¬ 
ganization for Economic Ck>> 
operation and Development 
(OECD) released WedneMlay. 

Business investment will re¬ 
main weak, the gross nsUonal 
product will rise scarcely 
nuwe than three per cent, un¬ 
employment will remain high 
and inflation will continue 
.strongly, the report say's. 

Perscmal consumption of 
goods and senices in Canada 
will slow markedly, the OECD 
report also predicts. 

The report of the OECD, a 
35-nation organization. is 
based on information provid¬ 
ed by the governments of the 
countries it examines. 

The OECD ‘'foresees that 
growth ot real disposable in¬ 
come available to households 
will drop off sharpdy” because 
1976 wage ccntracts provide 
lower pay increases than aer^ 
liar agreements. At the same 
time, there will be a continu¬ 
ing rise in prices of food prod¬ 
ucts and imports. 

“Even if the rate of per¬ 
sonal savings wtre to di¬ 
minish sharply, say per 
cent, the rate of growth in

coriumer spending would 
scarcely ree^ half the 1976 
level.” die report adds. 

Elsewhere, the r^rt says 
growlh in public spending on 
goods and services could ac¬ 
curate this year but the 
growth rate will not ejocecd 
three per cent in real terms. 

“As the ratio of sales to in¬ 
ventory seems to have 
reached average levels, it is 
i m probable that Inventories 
will contribute much to in¬ 
creasing general darnand.” 
the report says. 

“Gontinuing expansion in 
the United States should stim¬ 
ulate Canadian exports,*' the 
report adds, “but it is be¬ 
lieved that, on die whole, 
foreign markets will develop 
much less this year." 

Exports will probably grow 
a little less rapidly. The 
growth of Impoiis should 
show a very definite slow¬ 
down as a result of the deva¬ 
luation of the Canadian dollar 
and the projected peaking of 
investment. 

However, the OECD report 
maintains that in the presence 
o( a new growth in service 
aocount dsfictts shipping, 
tourism, insurance, interest 
and dividends and of a certain 
deterioration in exchange 
rates, current accounts may 
not improve. 


In the first quarter of 1978. . 
the American current account 
deficit may remain at about 
84 billion on a seasonally ad¬ 
justed basis. 

It is also probable that bush 
nass invsstmant will remain 
weak (or the rest of tha year, 
tbe OECD says. 

Th4 organization predicts 
investment In the energy sec¬ 
tor will continue vigorously, 
but ttist businesses will md 
greatly increase capital for¬ 
mation. “mainly because of 
the great unused capacity in a 
number of sectors end be¬ 
cause of medioeve pro^iects 
(or Increased demand." 

Housing start! could also 
drop by as much as onefifth 
from the record levels last 
year because of the increase 
in unsold units, the report 
predicts. 

“Even if the \T))ume of ac¬ 
tivity drops off much less es a 
result of completion of proj¬ 
ects under way, it Is predicted 
that residmtial construction 
will drop about five per cent," 
it aays. 

‘'With these less-than-shin- 
ing prospects, it seems proba- ' 
ble the gross national product 
will not increase more than 
about three per cent this year 
that is, a much lower rate 
than the potential growth."

“At the moment, we seem 
to have got a bit stuck around 
a four-percent growth rate,” 
he told reporters. 

"A rate of around four per 
cent is certainly insufficient 
to absorb unemployment in 
the OECD countries as a 
w hol^tf d is more likely to be 
a rate which sees unemploy¬ 
ment going up a bit.” he said. 


In a clear reference to West 
Germany and Japan, he said 
the manner in wttich the four- 
per-cent forecast to be im¬ 
proved is for “countries which 
are suitably placed to take 
some more expansionary ac¬ 
tions." 

West Germany and Japan, 
along with the United States, 
account for nearly two-thirds 
of the OECD’s total output 
and are the most powerful 
economies in the group. 

Fay said any attempt by 
U.S. authorities to tighten 
U.S. trade policies would have 
a disastrous effect on other 
OECD members.

Calif, native can’t forget his 
second-round 59 — the first 
sub-60 score ever on the Pro- 
festlcmaJ Golfers’ Association 
tour. He went on to win the 
540.000 first pri^e at Memphis. 

He’s looking foi' the same 
start today 156 golfers, 
among them four Canadian 
amateurs and 15 Canadian 
pros; tee up for the $225,000 
Canadian Otien. 

It’s a 72-hole test d Glen 
Abbey Golf and Country Cub - 
that so far has had the tour¬ 
ing pros gasping for breath as 
much from the humidity as 
from the length of the 
7129-yard layout. 

But Geiberger finds his 
tougliest task here has been 
living down — or up to the 
fabulous round he scored io 
June at Memphis. 

“It was something totally 
unexpected . . . Nobody was 
even thinking about it. me for 
sure, about shooUing 59.” Gei¬ 
berger recalled Wednesday 
shortly before going ou,t and 
completing the hnal two holes 
that he passed up Tuesday, 
bowing to the Intense heat 
and humidity that have inun¬ 
dated the course this week. 

Thunder showers were ex¬ 
pected Wednesday night, 
longing with them lower 
temperatures and some relief 
for the goiters. 

"You know you're always 
thinking about a U.S., PGA. a 
Masters, things like that or a 
Canadian Open, whatever It 
is. Those are the accepted 
things,” Geiberger said. 

“All of a sudden I come In 
the back door with this 59 
thing. 

"It's really created a lot of 
interest. The people, tha gal¬ 
leries. people talk to me about 
It all the time. Th^ press. And 
people riding in the car with 
me coming out here today 
asking me about it. They all 
want to know about it.” 

It's a round on the PGA 
tour that nobody else can lay 
claim to, and because it was 
the lirst sub-60 round. Gei¬ 
berger and his sponsors are 
hoping to make the most of it. 

“The 59 Is something that’s 
going to stick . . . I'H proba¬ 
bly be labelled this for a long 
time.” he admits.

Split hospital plan 

ivill work — commission 


Bad news

The guod newit is that the 
rcgi<mal hosintal planning 
romniisston ttffirially is con¬ 
fident that the division of Vic¬ 
toria Oeneral Hospital into 
two parts will not jeopardize 
patient care. 

The bad news is that not ev¬ 
eryone on the planning com¬ 
mission, notably the two phy¬ 
sicians who w*ere there 
Wednesday night, is so sure 
about that.. 

At Wednesday's mating, 
the skeleton of the “8pll\ hoa- 
pital” came crashing odt of 
the closet again. It seems 
clear that the medical repre¬ 
sentatives on the commissiem 
are not convinced that the di¬ 
vision of Victoria- Oneral is 
going to work well, while the 
lay members are willing to 
accept the provincial govern¬ 
ment's position — that it is 


feasible, and will not degrade 
hospital care. 

Wednesday's first skirmish 
on the split hospital came 
when the commisslrm looked 
at a recommendation from a 
Joint meeting of its two major 
committees, resource develoi^ 
meet and health services. 

The committees expressed 
concern about articles in the 
local press “suggesting that 
emergency serves in the 
duWTito4’n core would be of a 
lesser quality ui)on comple¬ 
tion of the Victoria (General 
northern compcxient (on 
Helmckoi Road) and the ces¬ 
sation of an emergency de¬ 
partment at the southern site 
(the present Victoria (gener¬ 
al).” 

The coriimittees recom¬ 
mended that the commission 
“make a .statemmt indicating 
that the emergency service 
needs of the 'downtown core 
will be met by the Royal Jubi¬ 


lee Hospital in cuncert with 
the northern component of the 
Victoria General . . . 

I\irther... all necessary 
measures will be taken to 
maintain a safe level of pa¬ 
tient care at the Ifift-bed acute 
medical southern component 
of Victoria General Hospital." 

Cbrnmlssion member Terrj’ 
Prentice, u Royal Jubilee re|)- 
resentative, questioned the 
need for such a statement. 

“That’s what weTe here to 
do. If that’s not what we're 
doing, there’s something 
wrong.” 

Dr. Donald Shorting said 
the joint committee would 
probably not have issued the 
statement had thet'e been any 
medical staff at the meeting 
at which it was formulated. 

The only practising physi¬ 
cian present was Dr. Jc^ 
Dicks<m who, as a gynecolo¬ 
gist and obstetrician, uses 
emergency services only rare¬ 
ly. Shorting said. 


Shorting told the commis¬ 
sion “there is anxiety among 
tlte medical staff about Ute 
provision of care at the south¬ 
ern site. If you don’t have full 
facilities at that hospital, then 
the patient is possibly at 
risk.” 

He mentioned the absence 
of an anaesthetist as <me lia¬ 
bility of the split hospital. 

Shorting abstained from 
voting on the statement, 
which was passed without an 
opposing vote. He said after 
the meeting that he abstained 
because “that statement 
should not have to be made.” 

“Do they (the commission) 
feel uncertain about what 
they’re doing?” Shorting 
asked. jk 

“If doctors w^ use emer¬ 
gency services had been at 
the .meeting, that statement 
would not have been made, or 
at least it would not have 
been made without lengthy 
discussion,” Shorting offered. 


“1 i>ersonally doubt whether 
one emergency staff In the 
dewntowT) area can handle all 
the emergency needs.” Short¬ 
ing said. 

'Three agenda items later, 
the commisston faced its sec¬ 
ond skirmish on (he matter, 
this time in the form of a lat¬ 
ter from'James Fair, execu¬ 
tive director of Victoria Gen» 
eral. ' 

The hospital board and its 
medical staff believe. Fair 
said, “that. . . the splitting ot 
this hospital into two parts 
will alwMt inevitably cause a 
reduction In the quality of pa¬ 
tient care and increase 
’operating costs, and we urge . 
that the minister give an 
earl' commitment to granting 
additional funds to complete 
the new 500-bed facility.” 

Fair went on to request that 
the government provide “tpe- 
aifio pfans for the propo^ 
.BplHtlng of the faeiliibes, and 
the renovaticsis involved, both

in the short as well as the 
Jong term.” 

Commission member Dr. 
John Dickson said the medi¬ 
cal staff has never been able 
to get a firm commitment as 
to what will be left at the old 
Victoria Clencral. 

“We have been told that we 
have to go along with this 
-because ^re is no cash to do 
anything else, but we ckm’t 
kn^ what we have to go 
along with, and I don’t think 
anyone knows, because it has 
not been settl^ yet.” 

But lay members of the 
committee disagreed. . Esqui- 
malt Mayor Art Young said 
the plans have been going 
through various committees 
over a period of yea'rs, “and 
temight we’re going to appoint 
an architect, and we’re still 
getting static.” 

“I get the feeling that the 
General doesn’t want to make 
this work,” Young said, “We 
know we are going to have 


problems, we knew this from 
the word ‘go,’ but it will work 
if we want to make it work," 

Lay members of the conV' 
mission indicated their dis¬ 
pleasure with a number of 
words being used to describe 
the hospital situation, particu¬ 
larly Um use of the phrase 
“split hospital” to describe 
Victoria General, and the tag 
of a “lesser facility” for its 
southern division. 

“It'^ not my idea that we 
were splitting a hospital, but 
building a new firstpclass fa¬ 
cility. It’s simply a reduction 
of the extent of involvement 
at (me hospital. I think there 
is room for clarification 
here,” said Sooke director 
Charles Perkins. 

“We are not splitting the 
hospital,** an exasperated Art 
Young added. “We have a 
hospital on two sites that is 
going to be moved." 

Commisston (bairman Bob 
Wallace s4ld any disruption 


would probably be short-lived 
and transiticmal. 

“Hi^)efully this will not last 
tong. We have the assurances 
and I'm satisfied.” 

But Shorting made clear 
that those assurances were 
not coming from the physi¬ 
cians or the commission’s 
own ccmsultant, Agnew Peefar 
ham Associates. 

The phrase “split hospital” 
Is used constantly by Agnew 
Peckham representative Dr. 
Hiilip mrt. Shorting said. 
Hart also referred to the 
southern component of Vic¬ 
toria General as a “lesser** 
facility In <me of his reports, 
Shorting added. 

The constant traffic be- 
ween the hospitals, whi(b 
Hart predicted would be going 
on, would also indicate that it 
is a “splK" hospital, and not 
two independent units, that 
the commission is going to 
have on its hands. Shorting 
said.

Kennedy was the hean of five 
Stanley Cup-winning Toronto 
Maple Ivtaf teams, he owned 
a horse and was Interested in 
racing. “But.” he emphasixet, 
“not under my own name.” 

In those da>*s there was 
something faintly • stnisUr 
about a member of a National 
Hockey team owiUni 

a borae. Kaavauf, he might 
even, ptaca a bet now and 
then, and that would hardly 
be good mr tha imica of tha 

sport. 

Chaavara, who playt tpal 
tor Borton Bruins. Is alia • 
horaa aweier but there's -notfb 
Ing aaerative about It. He ra> 
ceivwd consideraUt publicity 
becatae his hoiwa. Royal Skf, 
sceniad to be a K^tucky 
Derby threat until Its health 
toroad it out of action for the 
early avmths of this season. 

Kensedy’s intarast in horses 
cama naturally. Ha was bom 
and raised in Oi^bome, 
OnU, not far fiW the thor¬ 
oughbred track tn 9brt Erie. 
As a teenager, he would often 
hiteb^dke to the track to 
watoh momhic wiorkouts. 

Although he was eareful to 
keep bU ownecahlp of horses 
secret during hli playing 
daya. ha might wall have been 
the one player who would 
have escaped all autpicion as 
a result of his involvaiment. 

Conn SmythSi a thorougth 
bred owner hlihialf who ran 
the Uaafs in thoea* days. de> 
scribed Kennedy aa "one of 
the most dedftitad hockey 
players 1 have ever seen.” 

Aitar effectively retiring in 
1355, although . he made a 
brief tomebacH tn the 195ldPT 
seaaon. Kannady got Into rae» 
ing sertouely. Di UH ha 
bought a (»\wrad. quartar^ 
mile racing strip and land at 
the old fairgrounds tn St. 
Marys, Ont., and used It to 
condition horses. 

Recently he turned to an¬ 
other aspect of the game. He 
received his licence as a 
steward and is one of three at 
the three-da>-a-week meeting 
at Fort Eric. 

Sta^ards are the ultimate 
authorities on a race track, 
enforcing the lules and malp 
ing sure races are fairly run. 
And somehow it’s fitting that 
the honest hockey player 
should find himself in a job 
where honesty Is so essential.

He explalna that he turned 
' to racing because he wanted 
to be i*ert of the competition.

Is 
the romf>elitinn that Is the at¬ 
traction of horse racing for 
me. not the gambling.” 

That was the secret of his 
hockey-playing succeu. too. 
He didn't have that much nat¬ 
ural talmt but hlB competitive 
spirit and his aUllty to Inspire 
others as captain of the LiMfi 
helped them to soma of their 
greatest seasons. 

As a centre, he scored 260 
goals and assisted, on 300 In 


774 regular and playoff 
games. And in 196>> he was ad¬ 
mitted to itM»- Hockey Hall of 
Fame. 

Itoday he not only acts the 
part of a stew'ard. he looks 
the way you think a ateward 
slKMiid look •— greying tlde- 
buma. bald head and half- 
glasses' 


He measures his words 
carefully and la eveiy Inch a 
judge.

sary to end the impasse." 

The players have long cam¬ 
paigned lor a change in the 
rules governing their con* 


tracts and transfers. But last 
month, St ths leagus's annusl 
meeting, the Mm refused to 
change anything. 

Ths rules have remained 
basioalty unchanged since 
is^eeeinnel soccer begMi in 
England 100 years ago. 

When a co ntr act ends, and 
a player or Ms clUb does not 
a'ish to renew It. he has to 
M-ait tsrtil the club has worked 
out a transfer deal with an¬ 
other ckd). 

Transfer fees between clidM 
range between a few hundred 
and 300,000 pounds. The 
player gets 10 per cent unless 
he has asked tor the transfer 
himself, in which case he gets 
nothing. 

If the cliJb demands a 
transfer fee that nobody will 
pay. the player has to stay 


out of league football. 

Loyd sslnd; "We are trying 
to implement the right ct a 
player, once he has fulfilled 
his conWactual obligations, to 
be in a position either to rene¬ 
gotiate a contract or. alterna¬ 
tively. to Join another club of 
Ms choice on the under¬ 
standing that in the evem of 
Ms deciding to leave, the club 
is compensated for the loss of 
his ssnices."

32. >vas on the NHL 
officiating staff a few years 
ago before moving over to the 
WHA. He spent most of his 
time working in the Ameri¬ 
can. Central and Western 
hockey Leagues while under 
contract to NHL. 

This season, he woriced a 
game between Quebec Nordi- 
ques and the Soviet Union and 
was also called upon to han¬ 
dle the seventh game the 
WHA final between the Nordi- 
quet and Winnipeg Jets. 

But about a month after tiw 
WHA playoffs ended, Harris 
and tlM other WHA officials 
received notices from the 
league that their services 
were no longer required. 

"That letter said the league 
would not be operating and 
that they would be merging." 
Harris explained. “Then in 
the same breath. Frampton 
got a phwie call from (l^A 
president) Bill McFarland 
and was told not to throw 
away any of . his files and to 
hold onto every^ng.” 

The Nordiques' have already 
indicated that they will ask 
their fellow \('HA owTiers to 
delay Joining the NHL for at 
least a year and to have the 
WHA operate as a separate 
entity against next season. 

Whether they can K€t the 
other owners to go along with 
tiiat idea is anyb^y’s guess.

VANCOUVER (CP) — An 
engineer and a biologist have 
expressed doubts about B.C 
Hydro’s plans to bury soil 
contaminated with poly¬ 
chlorinated biphenyls near the 
site of the original leak. 

I^ro has applied to the 
pollution control branch for 
, permission to bury the soil in 
« plastic-lined pit inside the 
compound at its Sheridan 
Oeek capacitor station, near 
'Williams l^e. 

The PCBs originally leaked 
from electrical capacitors 
which Hydro had Iwried out¬ 
side the station some years 
aga 

Ira Wiftler. regional direc¬ 
tor erf the Williams Lake Fish 
and midlife Branch, said in 
an interview this week that 
there were better methods of 
getting rid of PCBs than bury¬ 
ing them ^ such as bumirig 
them — and Hydro’s plans 
only mean that the situation 
“may; have to surface agaitu” 
“If I were a resident of 
McLeese Lake (near Sheri- 
den Creek), I wouldn’t be all 
that happy with having the 
soil go back where it came 
f^om," said mthler. * 

There was considerable 
public controversy when die 
leaking capacitors were dug 
up last Decemberr, but tests 
of food and water failed to 
turn up unusual amounts of 
the toxic chemical. 

Hydro’s plans to monitor 
the burial site only meant 
that, the plastic container 
would already be leaking by 
the time the monitoring spots 
PC!Bs in the environmeilt, 
Withier said. 

He'said he believed the af¬ 
fect of the chemical on the en- 
virorunent is similar to that of 
DDT — it inhibits wildlife re¬ 
production \xy limiting the 
survival of eggs. 

Joe Barber-Stailcey, region¬ 
al engines* for the Cariboo 
Health Unit, said the Hydro 
plan he was given to evaluate 
did not have “any information 
on the resistance of the (PIT) 
liner material to soil and 

pc:bs. 

"There is a possibility of 
downstream contamination 
eventually," he said. “As long 
as there is any risk at all, 
why take it?" 

The capacitors themselves 
were shlpp^ to a chemical 
dispoBal site in the U.S. 





Andy Grikis, spokesman for 
the pollution eontnrf branch, 
said a decision on the burial 
plan would be delayed at least 
until the end of the week.

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Teacher cites colleagues 
for poor language skills 


VANCDUVCa iCP) — As 
West Vancouver taachtr wys 
a lack of basic writing skills 
among English teachers is 
one causa of student illitera* 
cy. 

In a report to the West Van> 
couver school board. Donald 
Daslmtx)d^ones says the 
blame for this lade of skills 
kes In the training that teach* 
ers receive for teaching liln- 
glish. 

Dashwood-Jones says that 
reading and writing i^lls are 
ignored in favor of literature 
and that present teacher 
training it more suited to pro 
ducing "minor literary 
ICf." 

"Nobody in the past has de¬ 
manded that English teachers 
be writere." aays Dashwood- 
Jones. *1t seems highly un¬ 
likely that any superintendent 
would recommend, or sny 
board approve, the hiring of a 
teacher of automotive me* 
chanica was not demon¬ 
strably an autennotive me¬ 


chanic m wail as being a 
teacher." 

b) Ma report. Dashwood- 
Jonea reewnmends that: 

• Advertisements for En¬ 
glish teacherii should specifi¬ 
cally request thoae aito aHsh 
to teadi oomposition and hava 
prepared themselves with 
praodoal courses: 

• A group of compoeittun 
teachers diould be yreseol in 
each secondary school; 

• Wast Vancouver school 
board hire a part-time cooi^ 
dlnator — one who is both a 
teachar and a writer — to 
provide more emphasis on 
basic writing. 

• School trustees In the 
prcnince ask teacheiMralnlng 
institutes to give more bal¬ 
anced instruction in £^liah 
teaching skilla. 

Two Britlah p i ofeisort lead¬ 
ing a course for teachers thb 
summer at UBC ako find 
fault with methods of teaching 
English. 

But Paddy Craber and 
Geoff Fox think uneubstan- 


iMted reporu of increasing 
student illiteraey ere being 
used as grounds fOr a return 
to simple but ineffective 
teaching methods. 

"People are going back to 
remedies that didn’t work in 
UTO or in 19QS." said Oreber. 
"There's still no evidence 
drills and instruction in gram¬ 
mar improve language 
skiUe." 

He said much teaching 
to^ay causes students to be¬ 
come concerned with the Ir¬ 
relevant. 

"Students ask anxiety ques¬ 
tions: Can It be in green Ink? 
How long sitould it be? When 
Is it due?" 

Creber and Fbx said illiter¬ 
acy can beet be achieved if 
Students are given the oppor¬ 
tunity to become fluent and 
confident in the spoken lan¬ 
guage before they are taught 
to write. 


Language should also be 
presented within a contextual 
framework, they said. Rather 
than being told in advance the 
correct way to say or write 
eomethlng. a student should 
be put In a situation where he 
has to talk in a particular 
way to fulfil an assigned task.

■MONTREAL (CP) — tV 
turologist WUlis Herman 
told the 26di World Scout Oon- 
ference Wednesday the moet 
serious aspect of the current 
M’orld crisis "is not economic 
or political, but moral and 
spiritual." 

He argued that because 
science and modem techno¬ 
logy have downplayed tradi¬ 
tional cultural and religious 
values, "the industrialized 
wnrld came to be left like a 
ship with powerful engines 
but no chart or con 4 >eii." 

But Harman, director of the 
Stanford Research Institute, 
told 500 delegates to the con¬ 
ference that he sees the fu¬ 
ture poeltively because of 
what he describe*^ as a 
I'ounter movement to the cur¬ 
rent crisis. 

This mo^■•ment takes the 
form of a new awareness of 
the em.'lronment. a return to 
the former velues of frugality 
and work, and "a search for 
inner experience to find again 
some sort of guiding com¬ 
pass. " 

Since science want through 
a period when it w|s exalted 
and religious values were dis¬ 
missed. "it’s been a humbling 
experience for scientists" to 
see the emergence of the new 
trend. 

"Even scientists ere now 
enibari<ing on pro.ie«‘ts such 
ns consciousness research," 
Harman said. 

The new movement is also 
found In developing countries, 
which are "no longer satisfied 
just to embark (mi economic 
development and have their 
economies run over by the 
juggernaut of western eco¬ 
nomics. 

"This alternate concept of 
development seeks to Improve 
the material conditions of life, 
but not In a way that sacri¬ 
fices autmomy and tradi¬ 
tional values," he said. 

The movement emphasizes 
"man in harmony with na¬ 
ture. as (H>l'Osed to what we 
were taught that man must 
conquer nature." he said 
"It recognizes a diversity of 
cultures, in contrast to the 
westernized, Cooa<.*olaized 
culture we seemed to be driv¬ 
ing towards.■’ and It accepts 
the self-determination of Indi¬ 
viduals and nations. 

Harman applied the Boy 
Scouts creed, with Its values 


of duty to God, loyalty to i 
country, serxice to others and ! 
nature orientation, to his poeU ; 
five v*lsion of the future. ! 

In referring to ttte confer* j 
ence theme. svouUng for the { 
future, Hannan said that 
scouting has been described 
as archaic (or modem soci¬ 
ety, but the current trend to- 
warde emphasizing spiritual 
values indicates that it is 
modehi society which is ai^ 
chaic.

Mansfield, who assumed his 
new poet June 7, made the 
commenta in a speech to a 
luncheon audience of more 
than 1,000 n^embers of the Re¬ 
search Institute of Japan. 

He called Japan's growing 
trade surplus with the U.S. 
"one of the factors contribut¬ 
ing to the growth of protec¬ 
tionist sentiment in Ameri¬ 
ca,** pointed ool that the sur¬ 
plus reached nearly S5.4 bil¬ 
lion last year and said, ft 
would be even larger this 
year. (For the first five 
months this year, the U.S. bi¬ 
lateral trade deficit with 
Japan was $2^46 billion. 30 per 
cent higher than for the same 
period last year.) 

"These are dislurbing fig¬ 
ures and on the surface thev 
do indeed seem to intmde 
much amm'mitian to the ad¬ 
vocates of pnotectiorasm.” he 
said. 

On specific export items. 
Mansfield said: 

"Te.xtiles and color TVs 
seem to be behind us. but 
confronting us in (jie fUiui'i; 
may be items a.s steel, au¬ 
tomobiles, and other products 
whlcb — if sudden surges in 
shipment occur — may im¬ 
pinge on the liveliho^ of 
American workers and the 
Iirosperity of American in¬ 
dustry . .. when there is an 
extraorcftnary rapid erowth 
in selected exports to sensitive 
markets, the problems often 
move from being an economic 
matter to becoming* a political 
issue." 

Congress, the former Senate 
majority leader warned, is 
the factor. 

"If economic dislocations 
are seen as being too severe, 
political solutions in the form 
of protectionism may oocur," 
he said. 

Despite last year’s 55.36 bil¬ 
lion trade deficit and the out¬ 
look for an even bigger deficit 
this year, it was only the sec¬ 
ond time that an official of 
the Carter administration had 
brought up the issue of the 
over-^1 U.S.-Japaji iratie bal¬ 
ance. Carter himself broueht 
it up the first time when 
Prime Minister Tako Fuku<la 
\1slted him in Washington in 
March. 

Both Carter in March and 
Mansfield refrained from 
threatening any action by the 
executive branch of the ov’er- 
all trade deficit. 

Mansfield did say. howe%Tr, 
that "the United States and 
Japan must devote increased 
effort to discussing and re- 
sohing their t trade) dif¬ 
ferences ... the time to act is 
not when an issue explodes in 
recrimination, but when it 
first becomes clear as a mat¬ 
ter of mutual concern." 

Pointing out that the U.S. 
was heading toward a 525 bil¬ 
lion deficit in global trade and 
a 512 billion deficit in its cur¬ 
rent account payments (after 
subtracting income from mm- 
trade payments such as shliv 
ping apd insurance Income), 
Mansfield said *'512 billion is 
... a large deficit — larger in 
fact than any one nation, even 
one as strong as the United 
Slates, can accept indefi¬ 
nitely," 

The amihassador said the 
U.S. was pleased with Japan’s 
determination to achieve a 
real growth rate of 6.7 per 
cent in its gross national 
product this fiscal year, and 
added: 

"But we also hope that this 
growth will not have to be 
achiev'ed entirely in exports." 

He also offered a passing 
word of criticism to American 
businessmen, saying more ef¬ 
forts were need^ by them to 
promote sales of American 
goods abroad — including 
adapting American goods to 
meet the needs of foreign 
■ markets.

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ISighttime terrors are very real to smell child 


Shadowy fears of childhood 
can grow up into adult phohias

A frightened child cries out 
in the night, “Mommy, I*m 
afraid of the dark. I'm 
scared.” 

Mgmmy, cxirled up on the 
sofa in a well-lighted living 
room, puts down a newspai)er 
and snaps, “Shut up and go 
back to sleep. There’s nothing 
to be afraid of.” 

Isn't there? 

Dr. LaMar Fox, a child psy¬ 
chiatrist, sees a strong but in¬ 
visible thread linking a child's 
fears with adult phobias. 

“There is a small child in¬ 
side each one us,” Fox 
says. 

‘ This is a part of us that re¬ 
tains alL the fears and anxie¬ 
ties of childhood. 

“We still live with our child. 
We’ve grown to adulthood but 
that child lives somewhere in¬ 
side of us.” 

So, for many adults, fear is 
part of that childhood bag¬ 
gage we bring with us into 
our grown-up world. , 

“The important thing to de¬ 
termine when talking to any¬ 
one about fears is how ba^ 
does this fear incapacitate 
them,” Fox adds. “Dow their 
fear of heights mean they 
can’t work on a floor past the 
first floor when their job de¬ 
mands they woric on the loth 
floor, for example?” 

Fear of entering a dark, 
empty house today is a justifi¬ 
able fear, Fox says, consider¬ 
ing today’s society ano^rime 
rates.

"But there are more neurot- 
• ic fears that are the reality- 
based fears, plus fanta.sies 
that could go wild with that 
fear.” 

All children, he says, have 
fears of one kind or another. 

Fox says the peak time 
when childhood fears and pho 
bias develop is around the 
third to fifth year. 

“Kids usually begin devel¬ 
oping nightmares at this stage 
— fears of the dark — fears 
of animals and, ^metimes, 
phobias. 

“And all children, to a cer¬ 
tain extent, have a tear of 
abandcmment.” 

Some childhood fears repre> ^ 
sent a psychological displace¬ 
ment — the child substitutes 
one fear with another that It 
less threatening, for example. 

Say that dad^ comes home 
from work, he’s had a bad 
day, he’s tired and crabby. 
The child manages to do all 
the wrcmg things that com¬ 
pound dad’s mood. Dad over¬ 
reacts and starts yelling or 
spanking the child. The child 
then becomes angry with his 
dad. 

Because the child can’t as¬ 
sociate all of dad's feelings 
and experiences of the day. 
the child “decides” It was his 
own aggressive and angry 
feelings toward dad that 
caused the spanking. 

“Because the child so vital¬ 
ly needs mommy and daddy, 
he rec 9 f^i 2 e 6 that if he gets 
too fearful of them being 
against him. he knows he’s 
dead without them,” Fox 
says. "So. if this happens re- 
j>eatediy. be becomes anxious 
all the time and may displace 


that anxiety with something 
such as fears of dogs or 
heights or be may develop 
son^e phobias. 

“Now' he has this displace¬ 
ment object and he doesn’t 
have to fear mom or dad any¬ 
more.” 

Fox emphasizes that this 
can become pathological in 
the child if it’s a sustained sit¬ 
uation and in a fam% where 
the pamt-child interactions 
are unhealthy. 

A child's fdar of the daric 
can ■ be handled simply and 
widxxit creatkig any perma¬ 
nent damage,. 

“If parents could accept the 
fact that it’.s ^tiMBUli for 
a kid to ^ fr^hlenM and not 
IHish too hard, this would 
make It easier on everyone. 

“Parents or the parent 
should tell the child, T know’ 

■ what it’s like to be afraid — 
ru help you. But it's OK. 
there’s nothing to be afraid 
of.’ ” 

Fck says if a chQd is more 
comfortaWe w^ a ni^- 
light, for example, then he 
should have one ^ his room. 

He doesn't recommend, 
however, that parents or a 
parent continually allow the 
child to stay up later and 
later. And he's opposed to a 
child sleeping with the 
parents on a regular basis. 

If a child still can’t sleep 
because of some real or ima¬ 
gined fear, then the parent 
may have to further reassure 
him by sitting with the child 
until he does fall asleep, he 
sa}rs. 

“It may take several nights, 
but the child will generally 
become more comfortable 
and will fall asleeix It’s a 


kind of desensitization pro¬ 
cess.” 

Fox feels the most impor* 
tant thing parents can do to 
help a fearful child is to re¬ 
member what ft was like to 
be a child “because then we 
can remember our own fears 
of helplessness.'! 

The psychiatrist accepts the 
need for an occasional spank¬ 
ing. but not when fear is in- . 
volved. Fears can’t be 
spanked away, be adds. 

“It’s only going to make it 
worse. If not die current situ¬ 
ation, then down the road 
8<Mnewbere,” Fox says, “The 
child can Internalize it and it 
may affect his personality. He 
could become an insecure 
adult.” 

Also recognizing that chil¬ 
dren CM ^ manipulative. 
Fox says that parents should 
maintain “a posture of being 
uncierstaQding but firm.” 

He says one of the secrets 
to raising a happy child “is 
not taking the pit^lems so 
seriously that you lose track 
of the fun of relating to them. 
And don’t expect them to be 
mlniatore adults.” 

A four-yeaiM>ld. for exam¬ 
ple. is going to be afraid ot 
things, with or wdthout rea¬ 
son. 

And a two-year-old will get 
angry without reason. 

“There are a great many , 
guilty parents going around 
this world anxiously manag¬ 
ing their children and not rea¬ 
lizing that they are really 
good parents if they’d just 
relax,” Fox says, 

“Parents are afraid some of 
the things their kid U doing 
means they’re not good 
parents."

Burn out grows 


out. 

In the ever-growing vocabu- 
Uffy of peycholofical jargon, 
it’s a relatively new term. 

patherine Conheim, Gestalt 
therapist and licensed clinical 
aoci^ worker, uses it to des- 
bribe a syndrome — a coUec- 
tkm of unpleasant symptcnns 
-4 that can tWke anyone, in 
any occupation, any walk o( 
life. 

It can make a housewife 
f^l that her family is a bur¬ 
den. that cooking one more 
meal requires more energy 
than she l)aji or ever expects 
to have a^ain. 

n can make members of 
the helping professions — doc- 
ton, nurses, social wcaicers 
and counseUora — feel unable 
to odpe with one more prob- 
Inm. one more vWon of an- 
othet's pain. 

It can ma|ce any person lose 
enthusiasm, find a certain 
dull grayness ckxidlng bis 
view of a lifestyle he’d pre¬ 
viously found ch^lenging and 
rewai^ing. 

In the wcHrking world, it’ 
causes high absenteeism, staff 
oonflicts and poor judgment 
in decision-makbig. 

It can pave the way for 
physical illness. 

It results. Ms. Conheim 
sdys, from a basic imbalance 
in living habits, horn pouring 
mme out than is taken in. 

From putting out more en¬ 
ergy, more more emo¬ 

tion, than is replensibed and 
from continuing that pattern 
until it feels that there’s nod>- 
ing left. 

Until there's bum out. 

It’s not an uncommon 
nomenon in today’s higlHnres- 
sure society. 

But bum out and its debili¬ 
tating effects can be prevent¬ 
ed. Ms. Conheim say's. 

“FTrst,” she says, “you 
have to stc^ — take one step 
back — and take a good lo(^ 
hi whet you’re doing and 
what you’re not doing. And 
V’hy.” 

Ms. Conheim believes that 
the pattern for bum out is set 
early in childhood when what 
slie calls drivers are planted 
in the mind.'^ 

“From the time we’re old 
enough to stand, we’re fed all 
these adages about time and 
hard work and success. 
Things like: ^ 

“ "nme is money.’ 

“ ‘If at first you don’t suc¬ 
ceed. try, try again.’ 

“And we just swallow all 
those things. ^Ve 'don’t chew* 
them up. We don’t digest 
them. We just swallow them 
whole and they become part 
of us, part of the belirf sys¬ 
tem we live by.” 

And oiKe they’re integrated 
into the belief system, she 
says, they contbine with all 
the other teachings for success 
to become a driving behavior¬ 
al force. 

And that's the force that 
seta <rff the self-pushing — 
without regard for self-needs 
— that leads to bum out, Ms. 
Conheim say’s. 

It’s a matter, she says, of 
getting caught up in an 
almost compulsive pattern of 


feeling the .need to achieve, to 
do everything w^, to compete 
and win, to move forward fin- 
anci^ly, to acquire more ma¬ 
terial goods, to be' selfless in¬ 
stead of selfish and to live up 
to standards that have 
come ingrained — but may 
not lead to satisfaction. 

“We foi^et that nothing runs 
without fuel,” she says. “That 
W’e need to take in nouri^ 
ment in balance with what we 
put out. But so often we don't. 
We have this idea that we can 
ignore our needs, that. In fact, 
we should set our own feel¬ 
ings aside and focus on our 
wtnic or on fulfilling the needs 
of others. 

“But that’s just the sort of 
thing that throws us out of 
balance. 

‘The body doesn’t know 
that it should expect to be ig¬ 
nored between the hours of 9 


and 5. It goes on having the 
need for food and rest and 
relief from stress. And if we 
persist in igaoring those 
needs, the body will giw us a 
symptom to show us that it 
needs attention. And if we ig¬ 
nore that symptom or mask it 
with medication, the body will 
up the ante. And it will con¬ 
tinue like that.

NEW YORK — Brett Guglg 
is almost 9. Ife is & (burth- 
grader in a Long Island pub¬ 
lic schoerf. Until recently, 
Brett didn’t like school and. in 
fact, he wasn't too happy 
atfout himself. He didn’t like 
being the younster who 
couldn’t keep up with his 
classmates. 

Recently, Brett has had a 
change (rf attitude about him¬ 
self and school. He. like five 
million to 10 million other 
younster. h^s a learning dis¬ 
ability. Brett is one of the 
lucky ones: his problem was 
diagnosed early and. accord^ 
ing to his parents and his 
teacher, he is well on the road 
to recovery. 

Brett’s parents were under* 
standing yet persistent in 
finding the reasons why their 
above -average-inteUigence 
middle son was an un¬ 
derachiever. '“Finding out 
what was wrong wasn’t 
easy,’’ says Victoria Gugig. 
Br^’s mother. “We talked to 
hJs teachers, him a tutor 
and even tried to motiviate 
him ourselves, but nothing 
worked. Finally, we took him 
to him a tutor and even tried 
to the New York Institute for 
Child Devel<^Knent for testing. 

“We first noticed the prob¬ 
lem when he was in first 
grade, he wasn’t reading like 
I thought he should be. In the 
second grade the problem 
seemed to get worse, so we 
had him tested in school. 
Brett had an abwe-average 
IQ, so we knew that he was 
capable of learning. He 
wasn’t lazy ... he seemed to 
be really trying and we tried 
everything ... I even 
watched his diet more care¬ 
fully,'’ said Mrs. Gugig, who is 
a nutritionist. “But stiU no 
real change.” * 

Brett’s problem is quite 
common, acccuxling to Rich¬ 
ard Walsh, managing director 
erf the Institute. He has motor 
and perceptual problems, but 
is not hyperactive. The 
youngster now goes to the 
centre for physical therapy. 

“Since Brett now knows 


what the problem is and that 
he can be helped, his wivrfe 
attitude seems to have^ 
changed.” Mrs. Guglg said. 
^TBs schoerf work has imr 
proved, he’s able to sit down 
and get the work done and he 
can handle the woric on his 
own.” 

Brett says it’s been worth 
his \vhile to go there for ther¬ 
apy. “It’s helped because I 
am doing better in school. My 
eyes are better ... when I 
used to read. I’d sidp lines but 
now I’m getting it right Tve 
been getting a lot of good re¬ 
ports frmn school ... and I 
haven’t missed d<rfng one as¬ 
signment.” 

Hie institute is a national 
centre that ^agnoses and 
treats hyperactive, learning 
disaUed and underachieving 
children like Brett. Walsh 
aaid there is no simple expla¬ 
nation about what a learning 
disability it, who has it, or 
even the causes o^ the di,s- 
order. 

“These children and their 
problems continue to con¬ 
found parents, vex teachers 
and alienate friends.” Walab 
said. 

“They don’t lo<rfc any dif¬ 
ferent ... neither are they 
dumb or retailed. The prolv 
lem is so agonizing because 
usually no one knows what is 
wrong or what to do about it.” 
According to Walsh, fewer 
than half of the learning disa¬ 
bled children in this country 
are being diagnosed and 
treated properly. If they 
were, Walsh said, about ^ 
per cent ol them would do 
well academically. 

Learning disabilities gener¬ 
ally fall into four basic areas 
of difficulty: how a child re¬ 
ceives information from his 
{senses; how Ms brain puts 
such infromation toget!^; 
how the information is stored 
as memory, and how It is 
expressed as written or spo¬ 
ken language. Walsh says that 
while the actual causes of 
learning disAbllities are not 
known, some suspected 
causes are \iru8 illness dur¬ 
ing pregnancy, deficiencies, 
lack erf oxygen during birth.

ence^alitis, head injuries, 
even pneumonia and other 
respiratory ailments, 'rtie 
thrust of the institute’s work 
Is the investigation of medi¬ 
cal. biochemical, nutritional 
and functkxial disorders that 
cause hyperactivity and 
learning disabilities. 

According to a recent sur¬ 
vey. three out erf four children 
who are ref err ed to mental- 
health centres for psycholo¬ 
gical help, «* who drop out of 
school, or who are juvenile of¬ 
fenders. had their trouMes 
start with learning disabili¬ 
ties. Another study also re¬ 
vealed that as many as 80 per 
cent of a group of ipveniie 
delinquents suffered from 
learning disabUittet of one 
kind or another. 

In Xact. WaUh said, many 
experu now believe that 
learning disability is not rare 
— it may even affect up to 20 
per cent of the sclml popula¬ 
tions. Walsh said it is eusp^t- 
ed that undisagnosed learning 
disabilities may be the basic 
problem- with large numlbers 
of children who do not do well 
in school . . . Up fci NP irr - 
achievers, the dlscTpllnary 
problems, the dropouts. Stu¬ 
dies also indicate that boys 
experience learning disabili¬ 
ties somewhere between four 
to seven times more often 
than girls, no cme knows why 
there’s a difference. 

Unfortunately, some learn¬ 
ing disabled children are clas¬ 
sified as retarded and hustled 
into catch-all classes for the 
handicapped, where they g«4 
little of the kind of education 
they need. However, at the 
New Yoric Institute of Child 
Development, a staff of 13 
screws children brought in 
to see whether the child fits 
the profile ot hyperactive 
(most learning disabled chil¬ 
dren are), learning disabled 
or ot being an underachi£%'er. 

Addy Quinn, .informa¬ 
tion director tor the non-profit 
centre, said that procedure In- 
vcHves a series <rf lab tests, 
inciudlng blood, urinalysis, 
thyroid and liver function and 
glucose tolerance. (Of 300 
( children In the institute’s pro- 
gram, 70 per cent have an ab¬ 
normal glucose tolerance 
curve, which indicates that 
drey have an Improper diet, 
which can affect learning.) 
Even a hair, analysis is done 
to check mineral deficiencies 
or abnormalities. 

On top of that, for thrMv 
hours the children are given 


visual auditory, sensory-mo¬ 
tor functioning, neurbt^cal 
and educational tests. Parents 
must give a complete health 
histoiy of the child, including 
even prenatal care, eitd a 
record what a child eats is 
kept for a week. Upon c<xnple- 
tion of these tests, the results 
are analyzed by niltritianaUste 
physiciems and therapists, 
^en an individualized pro¬ 
gram, including thera;^ and 
diet but no drugs, is pre¬ 
scribed for each youngster, 
Quinn said. 

Benjamin Feingold. a 
pediatrician and allergist irith 
the Kaiser Permanente Medi¬ 
cal Cbmirftoc in San Francis¬ 
co, has seen dramatic success 
with what has now been 
called throughout the world 
the “Feingold KP Diet,” a 
diet that eliminates all syn¬ 
thetic food colorings and fla¬ 
vorings.

Rick Brownsey stays on as 
business manager and both he 
and Shipley are interviewing 
interim directors. 

•T couldn’t leave if I wa.sn’t 
conv inced there was someone 
to run the centre.” said Shi¬ 
pley. who eitpects to announce 
the new head in a* matter of 
da>’s. 

ShH>ley 'rill be back at the 
Belfr>* in January to mount 
die Giles Vigneault revue and 
possibly to direct <me of The 
Bastion shows later on. But 
that will be his only Inwlve- 
ment, as he said it is. impor¬ 
tant to allow the interim 
director to take the Belfry in 
his OW'D direction. 

Shipley bows out of the 
centre after its production of 
Puttin’ on the Rite opens in 
two weeks in Vancouver. He’s 
appliel for a directorial train¬ 
ing program at the CBC 
through the fall, and after 
that he’ll be in Montreal as- 
.^embling the material for the 
Vigneault show. 

Shipley thinks he "111 return 
his year’s sabbatical.

water samples, the study used 
scuba divers and the Pisces 
submersible, for direct obser¬ 
vation. 

The regional district was 
particularly interested In the 
findings from their new Five 
Finger outfall. Hie outfall 
was put Into operation In Oc¬ 
tober 1974, discharging four to 
sbe million gallons of untreat¬ 
ed waste per day. ^ August 
1975. a t-shaped diffuser was 
put on the eM of the outfall, 
and the region’s wastewater 
treatment plant was in opera¬ 
tion, giving the sewage pri¬ 
mary treatment 

The report says that the 
water column at the Five 
Finger Island stations set up 
to study the outfall was highly 
stratified, as is typical of 
Georgia Strait. 

“Tlie new sewage diffuser 
did not appear to have any 
significant effects on the 
oceanographic or benthic (sea 
life) parameters considered, 
nar'ely temperature, salinity, 
dissolved oicygen and nu¬ 
trients,” the report 

There was no increased coli- 
form count associated with ei¬ 
ther the new outfall nor the 
two disused outfalls, the re¬ 
port says. 

Sea life species diversity 
and evenn^s varied consider¬ 
ably at Five Fmger Island, 
the report says, but there was 
no pattern attributable to the 
new sewage diffuser and dis¬ 
charge. It was more likely 
that the differences in diver¬ 
sity and evenness was dtie to 
the variable nature of the 
ocean floor in the area. 

The only effect of the out¬ 
fall's discharge appeared to 
be a quantity of ncm- 


biooegrada^ debris adjacent 
to the diifuser, discharged 
before the Hammond Bay 
Treatment Plant was connect¬ 
ed Into the system. 

The two disused sewage out¬ 
falls were used by the city of 
Nanaimo until the new Ham¬ 
mond Bay plant and Five 
Finger outfall were out into 
operation. 

The lasting Mfects of the. 
two disused outfalls is limited 
to a high concOTtratkm of or¬ 
ganic material located direct¬ 
ly in front of the outfall pipes, 
and a scattered array of or¬ 
ganic and non-biodegradable 
debris withdn 40 metres of the 
outfall, the report says. 

The effect of Harmac on 
Northumberland Channel at 
the time of the study seemed 
to be limited to the deposit of 
woodwastes extending up to 
nearly a nautical mile along 
the shoreline and a quarter of 
a nautical mile into toe centre 
of the channel, the report 
says. ^ 

“The area airectly off the 
old mill outfall was found to 
be completely sterile,” the re- 
I)ort says. 

“Most of these effects.” it 
continues. “are probably 
traceable to log booming and 
chip transportation activiites, 
although i»evious effluent dis¬ 
posal systems may have also 
imposed detrimental effects 
on the littoriai benthic com¬ 
munity.” 

The repwl, which is avail¬ 
able for study at the regional 
district trffice, includes tables 
on the water quality data, nu¬ 
trients, bacteriology, sediment 
size and organic carbon, trace 
metals, benthic fauna, beam 
trawl species list and scuba 
transect species list.

The region s superintendent 
of wastewater treatment, 
John Pike said that the re¬ 
port, besides being of interest 
to those in the Nanaimo area, 
“should also reassure the res¬ 
idents of School District 69 
(Paricsville-Qualicum) that 
concerns over the proposed 
FYench Creek outtell are un¬ 
founded,” 

The 8(>-page report includes 
information gathered on Har¬ 
mac and Hbcrf^r Chemicals 
and two sewage outfalls'at 
present not in operation, in 
Northumberland Channel and 
off Newcastle Island. 

The study was undertaken 
to assess Harmac’s environ¬ 
mental impact, to investigate 
the effects of the two disused 
sewage outfafis, to determine 
the effect of the new sewage 
diffuser at Five Finger Island 
and to provide baseline infor¬ 
mation so that future environ¬ 
mental changes can be recog¬ 
nized. 

The study was carried out 
by the Marine Studies Group 
of the Fhvironmental Protec¬ 
tion Service. In addition to

Usually thif discovery 
occurs d u r i n f a spell of 
w'eedinc. when the sharp>«yed 
Mielder of the hoe notices a 
strange little plant springing 
up among the chlckweed and 
plantain and shepherd's 
purse. 

On closer examination, the 
Ktranger turns out to be a 
"vnlunteer " from seeds shed 
and scattered the previous 
year by* one of the cultivated 
plants or shrubs in the gar¬ 
den. 

This year we have the most 
gorgeous display of stately 
snapdragons in among the 
fruit trees in the back end of 
our garden; ttiese came about 
as a result of tossing pulled-' 
u p. gone-to-seed b^ing 
plants Into the fruit garden 
as a temporary muHdi at a 
time when our t%vo compost 
■bins were overflosring. In one 
of our flower beds, volunteer 
gladiolus plants gre becoming 
as troublesome as any weed; 
these are from the tiny 
"spawn" or bulblets allowed 


to scatter while digging up 
the mature gladiolus bulbs for 
storage last (ait. 

I have always been 
~irhprMUd by WexcdptkM- 
aliy sturdy daoeiopment of 
almost a)f self-sown teodllngs. 

I know that in my own gar¬ 
den. the volunteer snapdrag¬ 
ons. forgst-me-nots. tomato 
plants, salvia and calendulas 
are noticeably stronger and 
more vigorous than the same 
plants carefully sown and lov¬ 
ingly tended under protected 
conditioni. 

The old natural law of the 
survival of the fittest may 
have something to do \vith 
this — only the stixmgest 
seeds survive the winter ex¬ 
posure while the weaklings 
perish - but it seems to me 
that in even more Important 
factor k in the timing of the 
sowings. 

When a plant Is permitted 
to ripen and shed its owri 
seeds, it chooses the ideal 
time of the year to do its sow¬ 
ing: moreover, the aeeds It 
sows are fresh, yet fully ma¬ 
ture and ripened. 

Man's method — harv'esting 
the seeds while they are still 
in the pods or capsule and 


perhaps not completely ma* 
hired, and stming them 
through the winter to sow in 
the spring — is essentially ar- 
ttftckl. 

Mind you. while old Mc3fher 
Nature sow« her seeds as 
soon as they are ready, she 
pftA'ldei many of them with 
built-in protective devicew. 
Some of the more tender 
kinds would be lolled 4f they 
germinated riidit away and 
thw seedlings were exposed to 
harsh winter weather while 
still in -the lender sealing 
stage. Ihese come equipfied 
with a special timing gadget 
in the seed an internal 
chemical which holds the seed 
dormant through the fall and 
winter. 

These kinds germinate 
Ntrongiy in the spring after 
being exposed to frost through 
the winter, and upon receiv¬ 
ing the signal from the warm¬ 
ing soil that it is safe to 
emrge. 

Such seeds need their 
winter exposure, and they 
ne^er do so well when 
harvested In the fall and 
stored cosily in the seedman's 
storehouse all winter. Seedv 
men advise a period of refrig- 


en'ation before sowing for these 
kinds. 

Ohter plank of a hanher 
nature ^11 germinate their 
seedK writhin a week or so of 
being self-aowm. With these, 
though, nature drops the 
seeds early enough for the 
new plants to become sturdy 
and nicely establitshed before 
the frosts and gales of winter 
arrive. 

Taking a tip from nature. I 
think It is a good idea to 
make a few sowings of flower 
seeds through the late sum¬ 
mer and fall, at albout the 
time the ripe seeds are ready 
to establish plants. 

A few kinds which do well 
from such naturally timed 
sowings are columbines, snap¬ 
dragons. cornflowers. Iceland 
tK>ppies. sweet alyssum, for- 
get-me^ots and coreopsH<. 
Most of our shrub seeds and 
berries do well from s late 
summer sowing too. although 
they will not germinate until 
the following spring. 

Take your cue from the 
seed capsules on the parent 
plant; when the berries are 
falling or when the seed pods 
are cracking open, it is a good 
time to get those seeds into 
the ground.

Calif. 

Slime, as described by the 
magazine, is "a pea green gel 
(vriiich) is creeping into 
homes and otfices around tt>e 
country; Thousands of 
youngsters and not - so- 
youngsters are squishing it. 
i^uggzing It and^8ing«it in 
sny number of w^s to make 
their friends say 'yechhh.' " 

Slime's success is typical of 
the kind of fad that comes 
from our fertile soil — half 
accident, half inspiration ri 
and'sweeps the country. IHte a 
madness, as if we had all 
been temporarily deranged by 
some ray hxim outer space. 
Without advertising. It has 
^ lumped. If slime can be 
thought o( as jumping, to the 


fop 10 toys on the national 
market, and »in Los Angeles, 
its proud home, wholesale toy 
dealers are erjing for more. 

Slime actually WAS an ac- 
oident, a fortuitous byproduct 
of Matell's woric on another 
project, a classic case of 
serendipity, that happy 
chance by which swtething of 
greater value is stumbled 
ui>on while one is searching 
for something else. 

"It has been a surprise suc¬ 
cess with adults as well as 
kids." Newsweek reports, 
"and has been spilled on 
desks and conference tables 
from Holiyw'ood to the White 
House, where personnel chief 
Jim King dumped some in 
Hamilton Jordan's office last 
week." 

Tnevitably. I suppose, Slime 
will turn up In the editorial 
rowni of the New York 
Times, and that distinguished 
organ's lAindits will be con¬ 
firmed in the traditional do<- 
trime that cr&ziness. which 
has always been widely dis¬ 
tributed tn America. ha.s slid 
down the ccmtinental tilt to 
Los Angeles, taken root here 
and flowered. 

Getting ‘credit, for Slime 
xvould have been enough to 
fortify our image for a while, 
but only a few^ pages further 
on the mag|zine takes note of 
yet another fad that ii. begin¬ 
ning to show up around the 
country — not quite epidemic 
yet but alarming, like the 
first outbreak of s^vine flue 
This one is called The 
Flasher. It is a S4 kit of mes¬ 


sages. printed on cardboard, 
which can be flashed from a 
moving automobile to the pas¬ 
sengers of another moving au- 
tomoMle. 

The Flasher, which has al¬ 
ready inspired comt>etitor>i. 
of^rs.the frustrated motorist, 
imprisoned in his cage, a 
means of talking with his fel¬ 
low motroists. though motor¬ 
ists on Los Angelese freeways 
are not inrlinded to think of 
each other as fellows so much 
as competitors. 

The ready-maxle messages 
in the kit allow for a flexibili¬ 
ty of moods, though, so that 
the object of the message can 
be buttered up as well as in¬ 
sulted. For example, the op¬ 
tions run from "I’d like your 
phone number,” "Hi. hand- 
fiome" and "Follow' me” to 
"Ciet off my hack." "You tur¬ 
key" and "Yechh”. 

' As we hardly need tn be 
told, this latest tool in man¬ 
kind's magnificlent march 
from the ape man's grunt to 
the exquisitely comi^ex com-. 
munications of today’s tech¬ 
nology was created in Los An¬ 
geles. by a couple named Mi- 
* chael and l.ee Brown. 

I can not read of their suc¬ 
cess. thntigh, without a tense 
of irony. I have no way of re¬ 
trieving it. since my files are 
not indexed, but I suggested a 
similar method of com¬ 
municating between cars sev¬ 
eral years ago. My idea actu¬ 
ally was more sophisticated, 
calling for an electronic syv 
tern by which messages se¬ 


lected from a Ronsol it the 
driver's fingertips would be 
Hashed on a screen above the 
rear bumper. The number of 
messages ax'ailable would be 
infinite, since any number 
could be stored in the car’s 
computer. This would of 
course have been etvpensive, 
and for the time being we 
may have to settle for the 
Brown system, a few pieces 
of cardlward being cheaper 
than a portable computer. 

The main trouble with my 
idea, though, is probably not 
its cost, which 1 am told could 
be held down to about $250,000 
a unit by mass' production, 
but the difficulty of thinking 
up an>'thing to say. There 
aren't many things a person 
driving a car on a frd^ay 
cares to say to another person 
in another car, and most of 
hem. T imagine, would be con¬ 
sidered obscene. Our !ffigh- 
wav Patrol has enough to do 
without pulling people ox-er 
for flashing dirty words af 
their fellow men. Ex'gry pa¬ 
trolman would have to be an 
expert on our obscenity laws, 
which ex'en our lawyers don’t 
understand. 

Silly as these most recent of 
our contributions may be re¬ 
garded by the solemn, they 
represent our yea.stiness. our 
playfulness, and our humor. 

Let the eastern press make 
fun of us if it amuses them. 
But In our hearts we will have 
the last laugh, for no one can 
say that culture in Los An¬ 
geles has not gone from the 
ridiculous to the tlimc.

and the high seas, regulate 
fishing and the mining of min¬ 
erals on the seabed and guard 
against marine pollution. 

But he stressed that the 303- 
article text, pulling together 
the results of the conference 
aftd replacing two previous 
negotiating documents, still 
was wily the basis for negoti¬ 
ations. 

Beesley expressed hope that 
agreement on a treaty would 
be reached at the Geneva ses¬ 
sions next spring and warned 
that failure could lead to di¬ 
sastrous consequences, wdth 
governments turning to uni¬ 
lateral acticxi in ime^ementing 
sea law*. 

This was particularly so in

Police holding man 
in multiple murder 


NORTH VANCOUVER iCP) 
— RCMP were questiiming a 
man arrested late Wednesday 
in connectkaiMith the slaying 
of two and possibly lour 
Fraser Valley teenagers. 

The man, who police said 
had been arrested earlier but 
was released, was picked up 
Wednesday night by police in 
West Vancouver and trans¬ 
ferred here where he was 
being held for questioning. 

“I don’t know why he was 
released,” a police six>kes- 


man said of the su8i)evt'8 first 
arrest and release. 

The man had “been in the 
area of the shooting in the 
last few days.” 

Prior to the arrest, an ar¬ 
tist’s drawing based on a de¬ 
scription by the only known 
sun'ivor of the attack had 
been distributed by police.

RCMP tmtehed

OTTAWA (CP) - A Soviet 
naval attache sought and 
bought industrial information 
while under RC!MP sur¬ 
veillance for 16 months. poJice 
and gov’emment officials said 
Wednesday. 

The attache, Lt.-Cmdr. Va¬ 
lerie Smirnov, now is hwne on 
leave and External Affairs 
.Minister Don Jamieson said 
he may return to (Canada if he 
desires. 

“I don’t know whether he 
will want to make the effort,” 
tbe minister said of the of¬ 
ficial who acquired non-cla.s- 
sified documents from a sci¬ 
entist ^gt-toe Bell Northern 
Research plant here. 

Jamieson and external of¬ 
ficials said the Soviet charge 
d’affaires w^s called to the 
external affairs department 
just A day after Smirnov went 
on Ave twt> u'eeks ago and 
toldvthat the attache mu.st 
cease activities incompatible 
with his status of a dipkmat. 

Jamieson said Smirnov's 
activities were close to indus¬ 
trial espionage and that “it 
5ras the kind of thing that we 
told them (Soviets) he 
shouldn't be engaged in.” 

But toe activity wras not 
such that Canada w'ould de¬ 
clare Smirnov persona nwi 
grata, as it did last December 
when it expelled the assistant 
air attache from the Soviet 
embassy for undisclosed ac¬ 
tivities.

Officials said 3100 million in 
pit^rty was lost in the waorst 
Allegheny Mountain flood in 
41 years. 

“The water wore awray dams 
in several areas, sending a re¬ 
newed onslaught of water and 
debris plowing into tiny com- 
nHinities in their shadow. 

The Laurel Run Dam in 
West Taylor Township burct 
and at least eight persons 
were killed and 25 missing 
from among the village's pofv 
ulation of 200, said PoUoe 
Chief Orrie Satterfield. 

The dam seemed grimly 
similar to another which burst 
In 1S89, killing 2,200 persms 
and almost wiptog out Jitons- 
town. 

On Wednesday, four persons 
died in the Westmoreland 
County town of Seward, where 
35 mobile homes slid into the 
Conemaugh River as flood 
water gushed over tbe river 
banks. 

Alayor Hec^iert Pfitol or¬ 
dered a temporary morgue 
set up in a school, outside this 
southwestern Pennsylvania 
city. 

“This is just total hell,” 
said Ryan Bocher. a volunteer 
fireman w1m> watched the 
floodwaters lift a van and 
smash it into a bouse here.

Freville said there was 
some looting, “but it hasn't 
be^ too bad.” 

“I don't know if toe stores' 
goods were looted or washed 
away.” he added. 

“We waded out of toe hou¬ 
se up to the chin.” recalled 
Nellie Lantzy, who lives in the 
nearby community of Cam¬ 
bria Qty. ^fy husband 
couldnt even swim and he 
had my little girl. We broke 
into a building and got up to a 
third floor and then some peo 
pie helped us get out. 

“\Ve were flooded clear out. 


the steps and ev^ything was 
gone. The furniture and food 
was all messed up. 

“There w'ere cars floating 
dowti the street.” 

Entire houses, mobile 
homes, autos and 20 to 30 rail¬ 
way cars were swept into toe 
torrent of the Conemaugh 
River. 

Leonard Gentile was out in 


a boat, hauling suites to the 
hospital. 

“Everything was taken over 
the hospital by boat or wad¬ 
ing.” he said. 

For Ralph Turner, super- 
viser of Richlpnd township, it 
was his second flood. 

“I was in the '36 flood end 
this is worse than that was,”

Under federal law. ctmimer- 
cial air carriers must be li¬ 
censed. 

Spokesmen for the Indian 
airline say it does not require 
a licence because it is a non¬ 
profit company and serves 
four Indian bands and the 
Metis community near Isand 
Lake. Man., not the general 
public. 

The Indian airline operation 


has roused the ire of regular 
commercial operators in the 
commercial operators in the 
area. 

The transpcHTt commission 
questioned the legality of tbe 
Indian airline operation last 
week and asked the airline's 
lawyer to answer queries 
about the service, 

A commission sperftesman 
said tbe commissitm received 
b reply stating the lawyer 
was away and the questiixis 
had been sent to toe airline's 
board of directors. 

The commission said it ha.s 
not yet instructed the RCMP 
to investigate the ariline. 

TTie airline is liable to court 
prosecution for violating the 
Aeronautics Act, the commis¬ 
sion said. It should immedi- 
^^ly cease operations. 


Oil port: Clallam County says no 


VANCXJUVER (CP) — Qal- 
1am 0>unty in Washington 
state is unaltn^ly opposed'to 
an oil port anywhere along its 
coastline, the West Coast oil 
ports inquiry was told 
Wednesday. 

Ronald Richards, a county 
commissicxier, told the hear¬ 
ing being ctaiducted by Dr. 
Andrew Thompson of the Uni¬ 
versity of British Columbia, 
that an oil port, storage facili¬ 
ties and pipeline are incom¬ 


patible with the existing uses 
the coast. 

Ccxnmissioners have de¬ 
clared that such development 
is prohibited under the provi¬ 
sions of tlie ixKinty's compre¬ 
hensive development plan. 

Richards sugges.ted that the 
inquiry hold a 8essi<ffi in Port 
Angeles, the county seat, 
“which, we remind you, is 
just one oil slick aw^y from 
■VTcloria.” 

He criticized the coaliticm 
against oil pollution for 


suggesting that a port at or 
west of Port Angles is reluc¬ 
tantly permissible, while a 
Puget Sound location is not. 

“We feel that any ar¬ 
guments advanced to ban oil 
trans-shipments from inner 
Puget Sound apply equally or 
greater to the strait of Juan 
de FXica,” Richards said. 

Northern Tier Pipe Line, 
which is prcMDOting the Port 
Angeles site, has declined to 
appear at the Thompson in¬ 
quiry, a decision Richards de¬ 


scribed ks “merely another 
example of that company's 
reluctance to present their 
pr(^x>5al openly and public- 
.ly.” 

All imiposals being studied 
involve movement of Alaskan 
oil by tanker along the B.C.

Too many deer on mountain 

Bylaw shot down?

CROFTON — TJtte B.C. fish 
. and wildlife branch has pro- 
ix)sed a two-year season on 
young deer nnd does to avert 
an overix)pulAtion pmblenri 
which is reaching epidemic 
profiortlons on Maple Moun¬ 
tain. 

Provincial conservation of¬ 
ficer Andy Ackerman said the 
two-year "antlerless” season 
would be held between Nov. 5 
and 20 and allow hunters 
using shotguns to disregard a 
North Cowichan bylaw ban¬ 
ning the disdiarge of firearms 
on the mountain. 

The regulations would stipu¬ 
late that shotguns, rather 
than rifles, would be permit¬ 
ted, Ackerman said. 

A rifle could be considered 
dangerous up to three miles, 
while a shotgun may be dan¬ 
gerous up to 100 yards, he 
said, adding a shotgun could 
be used at a distance of about 
20 yards in heavily wooded 
areas. 

Primary objections from 
residents near Maple Moun¬ 
tain are based on safely. 

Bill Hurray, a member of 
tlie Maple Bay Ratepayers 
Association, told North Oow- 
ichan council earlier this 
month that the firearms 
bylaw dmifriemented about six 
years ago wras established for 
'safety reasons and those red- 
' sons are equally valid today. 

He said the mountain en¬ 
compasses a large area which 
would be difficult to police 
and said he doubted that hunt¬ 
ers would stay within bounda¬ 
ries establLshed by the fish 
and wildlife branch. 

Ackerman was stirprised liy 
Murray's comments and said 
it appeared the man wa.sn’t 
familiar with hunters nnd 
hunting in B.C. 

. “'They’re just normal kinds 
of people.” Askerman said. 
•This Image of a bloodthirsty 
hunter comes from people 
who do not know hunters.” 

If there is some success in 
eliminating the overpopula¬ 
tion problem in the first year, 
he said, the firearma bylaw 
could be put back Into effect 
. for the proposed season in the 
second year. 

“They know if thev blow it, 
. they're not going to get it 
■ again,’’ he said. 

There are two main access 
»P^nt8 to the mountain which 
could be patrolled at the 
gates, he said. 

Although Ackerman was un¬ 
able to estimate the number 
;of tieer on Ma-ple Mountain at 
*piTsent. he said die numbers 
have likely doubled since the 
firearms bylaw was institut¬ 
ed.

If the Campbell River Na¬ 
tive Indian Band has its way, 
Campbell River will have a 
new 3504)erth marina. 

Chief ■ Councillor Mllliam 
Roberts says that the band is 
prepared to look for other 
ways of funding if they are 
refused a federal transport 
. ministry grant for the project. 
The marina will be built on 47 
acres of re.serve foreshore 
t)ropcrty located north of 
Tyee Plaza. 

Cost of the marina is es¬ 
timated at between $4 and $5 
million, according to a recent 
study by the transport 
ministry. The i)and is lotting 
to the small craft harbors di¬ 
vision for money to cover half 
the development c<wts. 

Roberts says the band 
wants the marina to look 
after the needs of native com¬ 
mercial fishermen. He says 
the band has S6.5 million 
invested in boats and fishing 
gear and needs a fishermen's 
complex that include modem 
facilities for net storage, an 
ice^roducine plant and an en¬ 
gine repair shop f<H* both plea¬ 
sure and commercial craft. 


Most deer live between 12 
and 15 years in areas such as 
MaiUe Mountain where there 
are few natural predators, he 
added.

Ackerman said no one has a 
particular right to use the 
mountain for one purpose and 
horseback riders or hikers 
should be willing to sacrifice 
two weeks of the year. 

“They’ve got 50 weeks of 
the year to use the moun¬ 
tain.” he said. 

Ackerman said he didn’t 
know how many hunters 
would take advantage of the 
proposed season but added a 
10 -per<ent success rate is 
generally considered good. 

With the number of deer 
currently living on Maple 
Mountain, as many as SO i>er 
cent of the hunters could bag 
a deer, he said, “but that de¬ 
pends on your hunter.” 

North Cowichan Aid. Ron 
McKinnon said the municipal¬ 
ity has studied various meth¬ 
ods of eliminating the deer 
problem. 

“The people asked us to fry 
and resolve this problem," he 
said, “and It’s obvious the 
costs of trapping the deer and 
taking them to another area 
are prohibitive,” 

Some of the concern from 
residents centres around the 
possbility of a bullet going as¬ 
tray in the 1,100-acre Maple 
Mountain park, he said, so the 
idea of restricting the season 
to shotguns is an advantage. 

Information meetings where 
the proposals can be dis¬ 
cussed with the public are ex¬ 


pected to be held well in ad¬ 
vance of the MUi^esied open 
season.

NANAIMO — There has 
been no significant effect on 
marine life from the new* sew¬ 
age outfall of the Nanaimo 
Regional Dtetrtet at Five 
linger Island, nmth of here. 

That’s the conclusion of a 
Fisheries and Environment 
Canada Report which studied 
outfalls in the Nanaimo area 
In the summer of 1975. 

The report, d^ed February. 
1977, has been made public by 
the Nanaimo Regional Dl^ 
trlct. 

The region's. superintendent 
of wastewater treatment, 
John Pike said that the re¬ 
port. besides being of interest 
to those in the Nanaimo area, 
“should also reassure the res¬ 
idents of Svhod District 69

The Sft-page report Inclurta 
Inlormatiun gathered on N'<r- 
mac and Hooker Chemicals 
and two sewage outfalls at 
present not in operation, m 
Northumberland Channel nad 
off Newcastle Island. 

The study wrat undertaken 
to assess Harmac's enviitn- 
mental impact, to InvastigzSe 
the effects of the two disused

Study rates kindergarten kids^ chances 

Getting a jump on slow learners

Can tests given to kinder¬ 
garten youngsters be used to 
predict their success in school 
in later years? 

Tests can do fairly well, a 
University of Victoria profes¬ 
sor who has participate in a 
five-year study in the Lady¬ 
smith - I.ake Cowichan area 
says, and It may be possible 
to use them to pick out stu¬ 
dents who are going to have 
problems in school even 
fore those students make their 
first attempts at reading. 

Dr. Otto Spreen, a U\:c 
psychologist, took part in the 
study with 'Tom Beames and 
Ray Russell, now s^iecial 
counsellors in the Nanaimo 
school district. 

'ntfy administered tests to 
every kindergarten student in 
the old Ladysmith-Lake Cow¬ 
ichan school district over a 
period of five years, and kept 
track of the students’ i)er- 
formances through Grade 5 as 
measured by their grades and 
standard achievement tests. 

The school district which 
has since had its boundaries 
changed, was a good choice. 
Spreen said in an interview, 
because all children there 
went to kindergarten. 

IN ALL 1.282 Mudents were 
tested, giving the study a 
large sample size. The district 
had a small remedial pro-

Being able to pick out stu¬ 
dents who are going to have 
problems in school would be 


valuable. Spreen emphasized. 
The earlier that a remedial ' 
program can be instituted, the 
greater its chance of success. 

A Canadian study in 1969 
found that 83 per cent of tlie 
students who enter Grade 1 
never reach Grade 12, and 
about 15 per cent of the stu-. 
dests In the U\flc study failed 
to pass a grade at least <mce. 

Four different tests were 
applied at the end of the stu¬ 
dents’ kindergartCT* year. One 
test measured vocabulary and 
language facility by using pic¬ 
tures: another measured the 
sliiflents' ability to copy 
shsi>es; a third tested their 
ability to pick out the missing 
piece of a puzzle from several 
sha{>es; and the fourth was 
the kindergarten teachers' 
prediction of each student’s 
■ success in reading. 

THE KINDERGARTEN 
teachers' predlclicm was fair¬ 
ly accurate for Grade 1, but 
its accuracy fell off after that. 
Over-all, the tests were able’ 
to predict a student’s general 
academic success with about 
75 per cent accuracy. 

The tests were best at pin¬ 
pointing the students who 
were going to succeed, do 
well in school, identifying 
them at the kindergarten 
level with about 90 per cent 
accuracy. But the lower half 
of the class could only be 
picked out with about' 65 per 
cent accuracy. 


The study was not purely an 
academic exercise. The infor- 
matltm is being analysed to 
see whether the lowest 10 or 
15 per cent of the students can 
be picked out—those w1v> 
tailed at one time or another 
to pass to the next grade. 

“WE WOm> LIKE to be 
able to pick out the lowest 10 
or 15 per cent and tell the 
principal that these are the 
students who should get In- 
ten.se reqjiedial help.” Siireen 
said' 

As for the rest of the stu¬ 
dents.'a little knowledge could 
i>e a dangerous thine. 

“We have to be careful 
about feeding result* hack,” 
Spreen said. Rating children 
on a scale of predictetl suc¬ 
cess or failure could influence 
the leachet's’ and school’s at¬ 
titude toward that student and 
result in a self-fulfilling pre¬ 
diction. 

Spreen believes the tests 
might be best at pointing out 
the students at the top and the 
bottom of the class,-and data 
now being analysed might 
point the way to test tor stu¬ 
dents with “specific reading 
disabilities.” students who are 
bright and capable, in OTl sub¬ 
jects except reading. 

“WE K.NOW 'niAT there 
are children with specific 
reading disabili^. and there 
probably were among 

the students we covered In 
our study. This disability is 
Varticularly serious for stu¬ 


dents in the ui»per eh mentarj' 
grades, where teachers de- 
l>end on students beli g able to 
read in almost all tlieir tulv 
jects.” 

Tests themselves ^.111 never 
predict learning sue 'em with 
100 per cent acet racy, he 
added, because so n any other 
variables influence a child’s 
ability to learn. 

Socio-economic stams. stim¬ 
ulation In the home, the reme¬ 
dial effort put ou by the 
parents of children who are 
doing t»oorIy. the r'lmber of 
siblings in ii family and their 
birth order, teacher ability,

“We will never lave a per¬ 
fect prediction with plain tests 
unless we can get air fingers

Too many deer on mountain 

Bylaw shot down?

. CROFTON — T^te B.C. fish 
and wildlife branch has pro- 
\)osed a two-year season on 
young deer and does to avert 
an overpopulation pioblem 
wliich is reaching epidemic 
proportkma on Ik^le Moun¬ 
tain. 

Pnninclal conservation of¬ 
ficer Andy Ackerman said the 
two-year "antlerless" season 
would be held between Nov. 5 
and 20 and allow hunters 
using shotguns to disregard a 
North Oowlchan bylaw ban¬ 
ning the disdiarge firearms 
on the mountain. 

The regulations would stipu¬ 
late that ^tguns, rather 
than rifles, would be permit¬ 
ted, Ackerman said. 

A rifle could be considere<l 
dangerous up to three miles, 
while a shotgun may be dan¬ 
gerous up to 100 yards, he 
said, adding a shotgun could 
be used at a distance of about 
20 yards in heavily wooded 
areas. 

Primary objections from 
residents near Maple Moun¬ 
tain are based on saiMy. 

Bill Burray, a member of 
the Maple Bay Ratepayers 
Associaticm, told North Oow'- 
ichan council earlier this 
month that the firearms 
b>’law dmiriemented about six 
. years ago was established for 
^safety reasons and those rcd- 
' sons are equally valid today. 

He said the moimtain en¬ 
compasses a large area whi(^ 
would be difficult to police 
and said he doubted that hunt¬ 
ers would stay within bounda¬ 
ries established by the fish 
and wildlife branch. 

Ackerman wras surprised by 
Murray’s comments and said 
it appeared the man wrasn’t 
familiar with hunters and 
hunting In B.C. 

"They're just normal kinds 
of people." Askerman said. 
*'Thi8 image of a bloodthirsty 
hunter comes from people 
who do not know hunters.” 

If there is some success In 
eliminating the overpopula¬ 
tion problem in the first year, 
he said, the firearms bylaw 
could be put back Into effect 
for the proposed season in the 
second year. 

"They know if the\' blow' It, 
.they’re not going to get it 
again," he said. 

There are two main access 
-points to the moimtain which 
could be patrolled at the 
gates, he said. 

Although Ackerman was un¬ 
able to estimate the number 
;r)f deer on Maple Mountain at 
present, he said the numbers 
have likely doubled .since the 
firearms bylaw w’as institut¬ 
ed.

•Campbell River will have a 
new 354>4)erth marina. 

Chief • Councillor William 
Robert* says that the band is 
prepared to look for other 
wa>*s of funding if they are 
. refused a federal transport 
nunlstrj’ grant for the project. 
The marina will be built on 47 
acres of resene foreshore 
property located north of 
Tyee Plaza. 

Cost of the marina is es¬ 
timated at between 34 and 55 
million, according to a recent 
study by the tran*port 
ministry. The band Is looking 
to the smaH craft haibors di¬ 
vision for money to cover half 
the development costs. 

Roberta says the band 
wants the marina to look 
after the needs of native com¬ 
mercial fisJiermen. He says 
the band has 56-5 million 
invested in boats and fishing 
gear and needs a fishermen’s 
complex that include modem 
facilities for net storage, an 
ice-producing plant and an en- 
. gkie repair ^lop for both plea¬ 
sure and commercial craft. 


Most deer live between 12 
and 15 years in areas such as 
Maide Mountain where there 
are few natural ixedators, he 
added.

Ackerman said no one has a 
partictilar right to use the 
mountain for one purpose and 
horseback riders or hikers 
should be willing to sacrifice 
two weeks of the year. 

“They’ve got 50 weeks of 
the year to use the moun¬ 
tain." he said. 

Ackerman said he didn’t 
know how many hunters 
would take advantage of the 
proposed seascNi but added a 
10-peivcent success rate Is 
generally considered good. 

With the number of deer 
currentiy ]i\ing on Maple 
Mountain, as many as 50 t>vr 
cent of the hunters could bag 
a deer, he said, "but that de¬ 
pends on your hunter." 

North Cbwichan Aid. Ron 
McKinnon said the municipal¬ 
ity has studied various meth¬ 
ods of eliminating the deer 
problem. 

"The people asked us to try 
and resolve this problem,” he 
said, "and it’s obvious the 
costs of trapping the deer and 
taking them to another area 
are prohibitive." 

Some of the cmtceni from 
residents centres around the 
possbiiity of a bullet going as¬ 
tray in the l.lOO-acre Maple 
Mountain park, he said, so the 
idea of restricting the season 
to shotguns is an advantage. 

Information meettogs where 
the proposals can be dis¬ 
cussed with the public are ex¬ 


pected to be held well in ad¬ 
vance (rf the suggested open

NA.VAIMO — There has 
been no significant effect on 
marine life from the new sew¬ 
age outfall of the Nanaimo 
l^gkHial District at Five 
Flng..T Island, north of Jiere. 

That’s ^ conclusion of a 
Flaheries and Environment 
Canada Report wtdeh studied 
outfalls in the Nanaimo aret 
in the summer of 1975. 

The report, d^ed February, 
1977, has been made public ^ 
the Nanaimo Regional Dis¬ 
trict. 

The region’s. superintendent 
of wastewater treatment. 
John Pike said that the re¬ 
port. besides being of interest 
to those in the Nanaimo area, 
"should also reassure the res¬ 
idents of School District 69 
< Parks ville-Qualicum) that 


concerns over the proposed 
French Oeek outfall are un¬ 
founded." 

The 8(Vpege report includes 
informatlOT gathered on Har^ 
mac and Hbc^r Chemicals 
and two sewage outfalls at 
present not in operation, in 
Northumberland Channel and 
off Newcastle Island. 

The study was undertaken 
to assess Harraac’s environ¬ 
mental impact, to investigate 
the effects of the two disused 
sewage outfalls, to determine 
the effect of the new sewage 
diffuser at Five Finger Island 
and to provide baseline Inform 
matlon so that future environ¬ 
mental changes can be recc^- 
DlzOd. 

The study wrat carried out 
by the Marine Studies Group 
of. the Fhvironmental Protec¬ 
tion Service. In additkn to 


various laboratory tests on 
water samples, the study used 
scidM divert and the •Pisces 
submereiMe, (or direct obser¬ 
vation. 

The regional district was 
particularly interested in the 
findings from their new Tlve 
Finger outfall. The outfall 
W'as put into operation in Oo- 
tober 1974, disdiarglng four to 
six million gallons of untreat¬ 
ed waste per day. By Augtist 
1975, a t-shaped diffuser was 
put on the end of the outfall, 
and the region’s wastewater 
treatment plant was in opera¬ 
tion, giving the sewage pri¬ 
mary treatment. 

The report says that the 
water column at the Five 
Finger Island ftations set up 
to study the outfall was highly 
stratify, as U typical of 
Gecx'gia Strait 


Study rates kindergarten kids'* chances 

Getting a jump on slow learners

Can tests given to kinder¬ 
garten youngsters be used to 
predict their success in school 
in later years? 

Tests can do fairly well, a 
University of Victoria profes¬ 
sor who has ivartlclpal^ in a 
five-year study in the Lady- 
sniith - Lake Cbwnchan area 
says, and It may be possible 
to use them to pick out stu¬ 
dents who are to have 

problems in school even be¬ 
fore those students make their 
first altcnvpLs at reading. 

Dr. Otto Sprecn, a V\:< 
psychologist, took part in the 
study with Tom Beames and 
Ray Russell, now special 
counsellors in the Nanaimo 
school district. 

They administered tests to 
every kindergarten student in 
the old Ladysmith-Lake Cow- 
ichan school district over a 
period five years, and kept 
track of the students’ per¬ 
formances through Grade 5 as 
measured by their grades and 
standard achievement tests. 

The school district which 
has since had its boundaries 
changed, w'as a good choice. 
Spreen said in an interview, 
because all children there 
went to kindergarten. 

IN ALL 1.283 students were 
tested, giving the study a 
large sample size. The district 
had a small remedial pro

A Canadian study in 1969 
found that 83 per cent of the 
students who enter Grade 1 
never reach Grade 12, and 
about 15 per cent of the stu-. 
dests in the UVic study failed 
to pass a grade at least once. 

Four different tests were 
applied at the end of the stu¬ 
dents' kindergarten year. One 
test measured vocabulary and 
language facility by using pic¬ 
tures; another measured the 
students’ ability to copy 
sbat^es; a third tested their 
ability to pick out the missing 
piece of a puzzle from se\'eral 
shapes; and the fourth was 
the kindergarten teachers’ 
prediction of each student’s 
success in reading. 

T H S UNDOtGAKTKV 
teadiers’ prediction was fair¬ 
ly aecuihte for Grade 1, but 
its accuracy fell off after that. 
Over-all, the tests were able 
to predict a student’s general 
academic success with about 
75 per cent accuracy. 

‘The tests were 'test at pin¬ 
pointing the students who 
were going to succeed, do 
w*e1l in school, identifying 
them at the kindergarten 
level with about 90 per cent 
accuracy. But the lower half 
of the class could only be 
picked out with about 63 per 
cent accuracy. 


The study w as not purely an 
academic exercise. 'The infor¬ 
mation is being analysed to 
see whether the low'est 10 or 
15 per cent of the students can 
be picked out—those 
tailed at one time or another 
to pass to the next grade. 

"WE WOUIJD LIKE to be 
able to pick out the lowest 10 
or 15 per cent and teU the 
principal that these are the 
students who should get in¬ 
tense reipedial help." Spreen 
said.' 

As for the rest of the st\i- 
dents. a little knowledge could 
l)e a dangerous thing. 

"We have to be careful 
about feeding results hack,’’ 
Spreen said. Rating children 
on a scale of predicted suc¬ 
cess or failure could influence 
the teacher's’ and school’s at¬ 
titude toward that student and 
result in a self-fulfilling pre¬ 
diction. 

Spreen believes the tests 
mi^t be best at pointing out 
the students at the top and the 
bottom of the class, and data 
now being analysed might 
point'the way to test for stu¬ 
dents with "specific reading 
disabilities," .students who are 
bright and capable, in Oil sub¬ 
jects except reading. 

"ME KNOW •niAT there 
are children with specific 
reading disability , and there 
probably were a few' among 
the students we covered in 
.our study. This disability is 
Vartlculorly* serious for stu¬ 


dents in the upper elementary 
grades, where teachers de¬ 
pend on students being able to 
read in almost all their sub¬ 
jects." 

Tests themselves will never 
predict learning success with 
100 per cent accuracy, he 
added, because so many other 
variables intluence a child’s 
ability to learn. 

SMKio-economic status, stim¬ 
ulation In the home, the reme¬ 
dial effort put out by the 
parents of children who are 
doing poorly, the number of 
siblings in n family and their 
birth order, teacher ability, 
the quality of the school facili¬ 
ty, and the model of ambition 
set by parents all influence 
school success. ^ 

•"We will.never have a per¬ 
fect prediction with plain tests 
unless we can get our fingers 
on these other factors."

The lasting effects of the 
two disused outfalls is limited 
to a high concentration of or¬ 
ganic materia] located direct¬ 
ly In front of the outfall pipes, 
and a scattered array of or¬ 
ganic and non-biodegradable 
dbbris within 40 metres of the 
outfall, the report says. 

The effect of Harmac <m 
Northumberland Channel at 
the time of the study seemed 
to be limite4 to the deposit of 
woodwastes extending uj> to 
nearly a nautical mile along 
the shorc^ne and a quarter of 
a nautical mile into the centre 
of the channel, the report 
says. 

"The area directly off the 
old mill outfall was found to 
be completely sterile," the re¬ 
port says. 

It 
continues, "are probably 
traceable to log booming and 
chip transportation activiltes, 
although previous effluent dis¬ 
posal systems may have also 
impeded detrimental effects 
on the llttorial benthic com¬ 
munity.”

Hydro has applied to the 
pollution control branch (or 
permission to bury the soil in 
a plastic-lined pit inside the 
compoimd at Its Sheridan 
Creek capacitor statioo. near 
Williams Lake.

"We feel that any ar- 
gtmients advanced to ban oil 
trans-shipments from inner 
Puget Sound apply equally or 
greater to the strait of Juan 
de Fuca,” Richards said. 

Northern Tier Pipe Line, 
which is promoting the Port 
Angeles site, has declined to 
appear at the Thompson In¬ 
quiry. a decision Richards de¬ 


scribed as "merely another 
example <rf that company’s 
reluctance to present tl^ir 
pix^sal openly and public¬ 
ly.”

‘Wrong employer’ keeps college pact hanging

Hie Canadian Union (rf Pub¬ 
lic Employees offered 
Wednesday what it said was 
an "incredible" first in labor 
lelations — the winning of a 
hard-fought tentatixe .gre^ 
ment with Camosun > t Uege, 
only to have the employer 
rule it out by sayim? the col¬ 
lege had been represented at 
the bargaining table by the 
wrong man. 

"It’e hard to believe, it real¬ 


ly is — but it’s a fact.” said 
CUPE staff representative. 
Tom Smith as he prepared to 
file an unf^r labor practice 
complaint against the college. 

"All those endless hours of 
meeting only to have them 
say at the end that the man 
who represented them had no 
right to be there." said Smith. 
"I’ve negotiated maybe 5(K) 
contracts in my time and Tve 
never ever run into anything 
like this. 


"All I can say is: ‘Will tiie 
real employer please stand 
up?’ ” 

But Peter Yorice, chairman, 
of C^amosun CoUege Ootav 
ciol’s negotiating committee, 
says this isn’t really the case. 
The roan in (juestion — c<rf- 
lege bursar P. Dean WSnram 
~ was only taking part In 
preliminary discussions with 
unton bargainers and had 
been told he was not emift>- 


wered to negotiate. Yorke 

s^d. 

He said Winram had told 
the union this and that it was 
obvious the union was playing 
games. 

Yorke sadd the meetings in¬ 
volving Winram were really 
aimed at finding a way of 
avoiding mediation services 
— something the union was 
applying for. 

He said the union wanted to 
depaxt from the existing con¬ 


tract covering inside and out¬ 
side employees at the college 
and that tiw college negotiat¬ 
ing committee had insisted 
the existing contract serve as 
thb basis for any new agree¬ 
ment. 

The committee stepped 
aside, he said, to Vet the bur¬ 
sar try — on his own request

ISighltime terrors are very real to snuil child 


Shadowy fears of childhood 
can grow up into adult phobias

A frightened child cries out 
in the night. •‘Mommy, Tm 
afraid of the daiic. I'm 
scared." 

Mommy, curied up on the 
•ola in a welMighted living 
room, puts down a newspaper 
ami a u • p I, '‘Javit -jrs ?»»d gi* 
bacA to sleep. Ihere's nothing 
to be afraid of." 

Isn't ttwre? 

Dr. TaMar Tax, a child 
chiatrlst, sees a strong but in¬ 
visible thread linking a child's 
fears with adult phobias. 

^•Ihere is a small child in¬ 
side each one of us," Fox 
•ays. 

‘"niis is a part of us that re¬ 
tains all the fears and anxie¬ 
ties of childhood. 

"We still live with our child. 
We’ve grown to adulthood but 
that child lives somewhere in¬ 
side of us." 

So, for mvty adults, fear is 
part of that childhood bag¬ 
gage we bring with us into 
our grown-up world. 

"The Important thing to de¬ 
termine when talking to any¬ 
one about fears is how ba^ 
does this fear incapacitate 
them," F<»c adds. "Does their 
fear of heights mean they 
can’t work on a floor past the 
first floor when their y* de¬ 
mands they work on the IMh 
floor, for example?" 

Fear of entering a dark, 
empty house today is a justifi¬ 
able fear, Fox says, consider¬ 
ing today’s society and crime 
rates. 


"But there are more neurot¬ 
ic fears that are the reallty- 
based fears, plus fentasies 
that could go wild with that 
fear." 

All ohildren. he says, have 
fears of one kind or another. 

Fox says the peak time 
uhen childhood fears and pho¬ 
bias de\’elop is around the 
third to fifth year. 

"Kids usually begin deve)- 
at this Stage 

fears of the dark — ie«r» 
of animals and, aometimes, 
|)h(ibias. 

"And ail children, to a cer¬ 
tain extent, have a fear of 
abandonment." 

Some childhood fears repre¬ 
sent a psychological dieplace- 
ment the child substitutes 
one fear with another that is 
less threatening, for example. 

Say that daddy comes home 
from work, he’s had a bad 
day. he’s tired and craW>y. 
The child manages to do all 
the wrong things that com- 
jKiund dad’s nvXKi. Dad over¬ 
reacts and starts yelling or 
spanking the child. The child 
then becomes angry with his 
dad. 

Because the child can’t as¬ 
sociate all of dad's feelings 
and experiences of the day. 
the child "decides" it was his 
own aggressive and angry 
feelings toward dad that 
caused the spanking. 

"Because the child so vital¬ 
ly needs mommy and daddy, 
he recognbms that if he gets 
too fearful Of them being 
against him, he knows he’s 
dead without them,” Fbx 
says. "So, if this happens re¬ 
peatedly, be becomes anxious 
all the time and may disiriacc 


that anxiety with something 
such as fears of dogs or 
heists or he may develop 
some phobias. 

"Now he has this displace¬ 
ment object and he doesn’t 
have to ^r mom or dad any- 
mcKV." 

Fox emphasiaas that this 
can become pathological in 
the child if It's a vustained lit- 
uatloB and in a tamHy where 
the parent-child interactions 
unhealthy. 

A child'* mar ri ^ 
can be handled siinply and 
without creatii^ any perma¬ 
nent damage, he says. 

"If parents could accept the 
fact t^t it’s not abnormal lor 
a kid to be frightanad and not 
push too hard, this would 
make It easier on everyone. 

"Parents or the parent 
should tell the ^ild, T know 
' what it’s like to be afraid — 
I’ll help you. But it’s OK, 
there’s nothing to be afraid 
of.’ " 

Fox says if a'child is more 
comfortable with a night- 
light, for example, then he 
should have one in his room. 

He doesn’t recommend, 
however, that parents or a 
parent continually allow the 
child to stay up later and 
later. And he’s opposed to a 
child sleeping with the 
parents on a regular basis. 

If a child still can't sleei> 
because of some real or ima¬ 
gined fear, then the parent 
may have to further reassure 
him by sitting with the child 
until he does fall asleei), he 
says. 

"It may take several nights, 
but the child will generally 
become more comfortable 
and will fall asleep. It’s a 


kind of desensitizatioh pror 
cess." 

Fox feels* the most Impor¬ 
tant thing parents can do to 
help a feaiicul child is to re¬ 
member wbat it was like to 
be a child "because then we 
can remember our own fears 
of helplaasness.'’ 

The psychiatrist accepts ttia 
need for an occasional spank¬ 
ing, but not whah fear is fe- 
votved. Fears can’t Ub 
spanked away, be adds. 

'•tfi ec*g*z fe msk* tt 
worse. If not tea c ur ra nt situ¬ 
ation. than down the road 
somewhare." Fbx saya. "Hie 
child can intcmalize it and it 
may aff^ hte personality^ He 
could become an insecure 
adult" 

Also Yeocsmizing chil¬ 
dren can be manipulative. 
Fox says that parents should 
. maintain "a posture of being 
undentaodlng but firm." 

He says one of the secrets 
to raising a iiaippy child "is 
not taking the problepis so 
seriously that you lose track 
of the fun of relating to them. 
And don’t expect them to be 
miniature adults." 

A four-year-old. for exam- 
T^e. is going to be afraid of 
things, with or without rea¬ 
son. 

And a two-year-old will get 
angry without reason. 

"There are a great many 
guilty parents going around 
thi$ world anxiously manag¬ 
ing their children and not rea¬ 
lizing that they are really 
good parents if th^'d just 
relax," Fox says. 

^ "Parents are afraid some of 
the thir^ their kid is doing 
means they’re not good 
parents." 


Bum out. 

In the ever-growing vocabu¬ 
lary of psychological jargon, 
it's a relatively new term. 

Catherine Conbelm, Gestalt 
therapist and Ueansed clinical 
social worker, uses it to dee- 
brt>e a syndrome — a collec¬ 
tion of unpleasant symptoms' 
— that can strike anyone, in 
any occupation, any walk of 
life. 

It can make a housewife 
feel that her family is a bur¬ 
den. that oooUng one more 
meal requires more energy 
than tiw has or ever e;q;>ects 
to have again. 

It can make ntembers' of 
helping professions — dou- 
ton, nurses, social woricars 
and counsellm — feel unable 
to cope with one more prob* 
iem, one more vision of ai>- 
odier’s pafn. 

It can make any person lose 
enthusiasnit find a certain 
dull graynau clouding his 
view of a lifeat)1a he’d pre¬ 
viously found chaUenging and 
rewarding. 

In the woridng wortd, It 
causes high absenteeism, staff 
conflicts and pmr. judgmmt 
in decisioiymakihg. 

It can pave the way for 
physical UlneM. 

It results, Ms. Conheim 
says, from a basic inibalanoe 
in living habits, from pouring 
more out than is taken liv 
From putting out more en¬ 
ergy, more efficst, more emo¬ 
tion. than is replensihed and 
from continuing that pattern 
^)ntiI it feels that there’s noth¬ 
ing left. 

Until there’s bum out. 

It’s not an uncommon pbe- 
nomehon in today’s high-pres¬ 
sure society. 

But bum out and its debili¬ 
tating effects can be prevent¬ 
ed, Ms. Conheim says. 

"First," she says, "you 
have to stop — take one step 
back — and take a good look 
at what ytxi’re doing and 
what you’re not doing. And 
TMiy." 

hfe. Obnheim believes that 
the pattern for bum out is set 
enriy in chOdbood when what 
she calls driven are piacted 
In the mind. 

"From the time we’re r** 
vj siouti, ua're icO all 
these adagea about time and 
hard work and success. 
Things like: 

^ " ‘Time Is money.’ 

" 'If at first you don’t suc¬ 
ceed. try. try again.' 

"And we just swallow- all 
those things. We xlon’t chew 
them up. We don’t digest 
them. We just swallow tiiem 
whole and they become part 
of US, part of the belief sys¬ 
tem we live by." 

And CNKe they’re integrated 
into the bellrf system, she 
aays. they combine with all 
the other teachmgs for success 
to l}ecome a driving behavior^ 
al force. 

And tiiat’s the force that 
sets off the self-pushing — 
without regaixi for self-needs 
— that leads to bum out, Ms. 
Conheim says. 

It's a matter, she says, 
getting caught up in an 
almost compulsive pattern ot 


feeling the need to achieve, to 
do everything weH, to compete 
and win, to move forward fin¬ 
ancially, to acquire mne ma¬ 
terial! goods, to be selfless in¬ 
stead of selfish and, to live up 
to standards tost have be¬ 
come ingrained — but may 
not lead to satisfaction. 

"We forget that nothing luns 
without furi." she says. "That 
we need to take in nourish¬ 
ment in balance with what we 
put out. But so often we don't. 
We have this idee that we can 
ignore our needs, that, in fact, 
we should set our own feel- 
togs aside and focus on our 
work or on fulfilling toe needs 
•of otoers. 

"But that’s just the sort of 
thing that throws . us out of 
balance. 

"Tlje body doesn’t know 
that it expect to be Ig- 

DOTed between the hours of 9 


and 6. It goes on having the 
need for food and raat and 
relief from stress. And if wa 
persist in ignoring thoia 
needs, the body will give us a 
symptenn to show us that it 
needs attention. And if we ig¬ 
nore that symptom or mask it 
wMi medtoalton. toe body will 
up the ante. Xnd it will con¬ 
tinue like toat.
